The injured include Conductor Charles 
Sargent and a twin sister of the Gates 
boy. The parents of the twins were also 
badly bruised. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gates were en route from 
Australia, and were with their children 
eating in the dining car when the wreck 
occurred. The train was over an hour 
late and passed Wvyaconda, the last sta- 
tion west, at the rate of 65 miles an hour. 
When the heavy train struck the curve 
At Campi the rails spread. 

The train consisted of two mafl cars, 
seven Pullmans and one dining car. The 
mall car, the dining car and the two for- 
ward sleepers went into the ditch. The 
tender was ditched, but the engine re- 
mained on the track. The derailed 
coaches were smashed to kindling wood, 
eyen the axles being bent out of shape. 

The conductor went to a farm house 
and telephoned a report of the wreck. 
The railroad officials then sent a relief 
train: from Fort Madison. 

The trainmen worked nobly, assisted 
by uninjured passengers and neighbor- 
Ing farmers. The Place of the accident is 
fistant from all communication. Every 
effort is being made to complete the list 
of dead and wounded, but most of the 
latter are in the railroad hospital at 
Fort Madison and those in charge refuse 
information.

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HE USED STRAP ON WIFE 


AND WAS QUICKLY KILLED 


Berlin, April 29.—The taking of testi- 
mony at the third trial by courtmartial 
of the two German non-commissioned 
officers, Sergegnt Hechel and Sergent 
Mattern, charged with murdering Captain 
Ktrosigik, of the Prussian cavalry, on 
account of his harshness, was concluded 
today. 

For the last fortnight the whole Ger- 
inan nation has been following with in- 
tense interést the daily instalments of 
evidence in this case. The popular im- 
pression igs that the military are strain- 
ing a point to avenge Captain Krosigik’s 
death in the ‘hterest of discipline. Over 
one hundred witnesses were examined 
in the course of this last trial and their 
testimony has been even more vagpe and 
more inconclusive than that advanced 
at the previous trials. 

A surprising feature of the testimony 


today was obtained from a new witness. 
a butcher named Mattern, who declared 
that shortly before the. murder of the 
captain he saw him and his wife riding 
on horseback across an open square 
and that Krosigik struck his wife twice 
across the back with a saddle girth. 
Mattern said that an unknown officer 
near him exclaimed in an undertone, 
“You won't beat her much longer.’’ 

At the first tnial of the alleged mur- 
derers in April of iast year both men 
were acquitted. They were tried again 
a second time on new evidence with the 
result that Hechel was acquitted and 
Mattern was sentenced to death. 
January, of this year, the supreme mili- 
tary tribunal annulled the two previous 
judgments of the military court, and 
referred the case of Hechel and Mattern 
to the court of appeals.

FIVE MEMBERS OF CREW 
ARE SEVERELY INJURED 


Lieutenant Kohen, of Austrian Navy, 
Among the Injured—Explosion 
Said To Have Been Caused 
by Accumulation 
of Gas. 


Lewes, Del., April 29.—An explosion of 
considerable severity which injured half 
a dozen persons occurred on the sub- 
marine boat Fulton today as she was run- 
ning into the harbor of the Delaware 
breakwater. The boat was bound from 
Brooklyn to Norfolk and was partly sub- 
merged when the accident occurred. The 
most seriously injured are: 

Lieutenant Oscar Kohen, of the Aus- 
trian navy, severely bruiséd. 

Ligutenant Arthur MacArthur, U. S. N., 
cut about the head. 

Harry Moore, assistant engineer, injumed 
about the head. 

Cc. B. Miner, 
split. 

Charles Bechtel, gunner, severely hurt 


assistant engineer, nose 


on the head. 

All the injured were sent to the Unit- 
ed States marine hospital, and after theis 
injuries were dressed they were dis- 
charged, with the exception of Bechtel. 
He will leave the hospital tomorrow. 


Cause of Explosion. 

The explosion was caused by. an accu- 
mulation cf gas which had been generat- 
ed by the storage battery. Although fhe 
explosion was a violent one, the vessel 
was only slightly injured. She will be 
towed to the Holland company’s station 
at Suffolk for repairs. It will take sev- 
eral days to put the battery in serviceable 
condition. 

On account of the rough weather at sea 
it was decided by the commander of the 
Fulton to put into the Delaware break- 
water, and it was while the boat, partly 
under water, was rounding the great 
stone breakwater that the explosion oc- 
curred. Nine men were in the hold and 
three men on deck at the time. Assistant 
Engineer Miner, who was lying beside 
the boiler asleep, was thrown several 
feet away. Lievtenant MacArthur, who 
is a son of Maior General MacArthur, 
and Gunner Bechtel were at breakfast. 

The former was hurled against the roof 
of the cabin, injuring his head. Bech- 
tel was struck by heavy debris and was

so badly hurt that he was unable to care 
for himself, and others helped him to the 
deck, making their escape as the vold wns 
rapidly filling with gasoline fumes. 

Brave Engineer Saunders. 

Captain Frank Cable, Lieutenant H. H. 
Merriman and Boatswain Charles Berg 
were on deck when the explogion oc- 
curred, and signalled the tug Storm King 
and the yacht Mindora, which conyoyed 
the Fulton here, for assistance. The 
steam launch Palacea went alongside agd 
took the injured men ashore. 

Considerable bravery was shown by En- 
gineer Saunders. After the explosion 
the engines continued to work. He 
wrapped his head and face in a wet 
towel and went below and stopped them. 
After the explosion the Fulton was towed 
to the goverr nent pier near the hospital. 

The Fulton left Sandy Igook at 8:30 
o’clock Monday morning. Shortly after- 
ward she submerged and made 15 miles 
under water, going at the rate of 5 miles 
an hour,off Long Branch. She came to 
the surface and made 6 miles’ an hour 
during the trip until the accident at the 
breakwater occurred. She proved to be 
a good sea boat and did not once require 
the assistance of her convoy. The en- 
gines ran continuously for twenty hours. 
Those on board were highly pleased v@th 
her performance, 

Captain Frank S. Cable, who was in 
command of the Fulton, said: 

“The acddent was an occurrence 
which can be guarded against in the 
future and which in no way affects the 
eventual success of submarine naviga- 
tion, even while it has put a quie?us 
on this particular trip.”

NEW LIMITS 
ARE PROPOSED 


Special Committee Prepares 
List of Desired Territory 
for New City Limits. 


REPORT MAY BE ACCEPTED 
ALMOST WITHOUT CHANGE 


Proposed Addition to City Limits In- 
cludes Peachtree, Copenhill, Pitts- 
burg, Bellwood and Other 
Adjacent Com- 
munities. 


the Mmits as prescribed above, except on

Districts To Be Included. 

The wording of the resolution does not 
ghow to one unfamiliar with the various 
lines mentioned just what is to be taken 
{n. but the magnitude of it may be un- 
derstood when it is known that the fol- 
lowing sections and localities will be 
brought within the city: Reynoldstown, 


Copenhill, St. Charles avenue, Peachtree, | 


or north Atlanta district, a part of Cook's 
district, all of Bellwood, Bonnie Brae 
and Pittsburg. In fact, it includes all the 
populated territory that adjoins the city 
on either side and even some little terri- 
tory that is not populated. On the west 
side of the city the new lines take in’ 
nearly all the manufactories, including 
the Exposition cotton mills, the Ware 
Furniture Company and in fact evéry- 
thing in that section except the Van 
Winkle works, which are some distance 
beyond the others. On the south side 
of the city a large number of residences 
at the extreme end of Capitol avenue 
will be brought in. On the east there 
will be Reynoldstown, with about a 
thousand inhabitants, and on the north 
side the section now kKnosavn as Peach- 
tree, with its handsome homes and thick- 
ly covered territory, will be taken in. 

The new lines as outlined by the com- 
mittee will entirely eliminate the present 
circle with the exception of that on the 
south side, where the belt line will be 
used as the limits. Everywhere else the 
form of the ‘city will be square or ir- 
regular in shape. 

The Special Committee. 

The special committee that made the 
trip yesterday morning was composed 
of Messrs. J. R. Smith, chairman, Joel 
Hurt, W. W. Draper, A. Q. Adams, W. 
M. Terry, Judge George Hillyer, chair- 
man of the genera] committee, City En- 
gineer Clayton and Walter Cooper. 

The start was made out Fair street to 
the county line, thence along the county 
line road to Colquitts .in Inman park, 
passing through Reynoldstown on the 
way. From Colquitts the route lay 
through Copenhill by way of Angiers 
springs and Ponce de Leon springs. From 
Ponce de Leon springs the party went to 
the Boulevard and from there to St 
Charles avenue, taking in all that sec- 
tion. From St. Charles avenue the party 
passed up to Piedmont avenue and out 
that street past the present limits to a 
point inside of Piedmont park, just this 
side of the Pennsylvania building. From 
this point the new line will run yest 200 
feet north of Fourteenth street. is, it 
will be seen, will take in the property 
on both sides of Fourteenth street and 
the line may be carried far enough north 
to take the present turf exchanges that 
now adorn that section. The new line 
above mentioned will run straight west 
to a point 200 feet west of West Peach- 
tree. This will bring it just beyond Ed 
Brown's residence on Peachtree street. 
From the northwest corner the line will 
run south, parallel to West Peachtree 
street until it reaches a point 200 feet 
north of Emmett street, it wil] then run 
west parallel to Emmett street until it 
reaches the Wesern and Atlantic rai!- 
road, thence it will parallel that road un- 
til it reaches Ashby street in West End. 
In West End the present line will be 
adopted until it reaches a point where it 
crosses the railroad near the Anthony 
Murphy place. From that point the new 
line will go south until it reaches the 
belt rajlroad. ‘The south track of the belt 
road will form the limits from that point 
to the place where the belt crosses Fair. 

The above outline of the new limits has 
been agreed upon by the special commit- 
tee that made the tour of inspection 
yesterday. Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock the full subcommittee on exten- 
@ion will meet to receive the report of 
the special committee and that commit- 
tee will probably adopt it unanimously 
as its report to be made to the general 
charter committee. The general charter 
committee being strongly in favor of ex- 
tension will no doubt adopt the new lines 
as indicated by the subcommittee and 
the legislature will be asked next fall to 
make Atlanta the size and shape outlined 
for the first time above.

SCARES REPUBLICANS 
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GENERAL ADNA R. CHAFFEE, 
Who Is Being Attacked for His Military Administration in the 
Philippines. 
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Administration Anything but Comfortable Since the 
- Disclosures in the Philippines-=Democrats 
After Bigger Game Than Gen. Smith.

W cemocrats contend fhat there is 
sufficient warrant under the cir- 


cumstances for senators, in their speeches 
upon the Philippines question, going to 
extremities of language which might pot 
be warranted under different circum- 
stances. The epithets applied’ by Senator 
Rawlins to General Chaffee are cited as 
a case in point. It is not contended that 
General Chaffee is any worse than the 
system he represents, any more than 
that General Jakie Smith is to be held 
entirely responsible for conducting the 
campaign which must have had, and did 
have, the full approval of his superjor 
officers. In order, however, to draw the 
attention of the country to the condi- 
tions prevailing in the Philippine islands, 
democratic senators have felt it neces- 
sary to go to sensational] extremes in de- 
nouncing individual officers. 


Why Did Chaffee Open the Box? 

War departmént officials and support- 
ers of the administration in congress are 
wondering what could have induced Gen- 
eral Chaffee to bring courtmartial pro- 
ceedings Lieutenant Colonel 
Waller, since the general must have 
known that the disclosures upon that 
trial would make unpleasant reading for 
the people of the United States. The 
official records cabled to the war depart- 
ment do not throw any light upon the 
subject. It is presumed that the facts 
concerning the killing of prisoners by 
the marines became so notorious that 
General Chaffee felt he could not ignore 
them, be the consequences what they 
might. The suggestion is made in some 
quarters that the existing antipathy be- 
tween the army and marine corps may 
have had something to do with the 
charges. and that if Waller had been an 
army officer the courtmartial would never 
have occurred. This may be a solution 
of the problem. 

It did occur, however, and the result of 
the disclosures has proved exceedingly 
anoying to the officials of the administra- 
tion. 

There was a general hope in adminis- 
tration circles that Waller would, be con- 
victed by the courtmartial which tried 
him, since that would have operated to 
hush the matter up; but the acquittal of 
Waller and“his associates on the ground 
that his action was warranted by the 
orders given him by his superior officers 
has developed a tendency to “look higher 
up,” and this is not at all enjoyed by 
those who have been engaged in sys- 
tematically suppressing the facts about 
the Philippines. 

Smith’s Remarkable Confession. 

This tendency to look higher up has 
brought from General Smith the sensa- 
tional acknowledgment that he did issue 
orders to his command on Samar to lay 
waste the land, to kill and burn every- 
thing, and that he did specify that “every- 
thing’’ over 10 years old—meaning every 
male over 10 years of age—should be in- 
cluded in the killing programme 

Some defenders of the army pro- 
gramme as carried out in the Philip- 
pines have rushed to the front with 
statements that General Smith was am- 
ply warranted in specifying all above 
the 10-year limit on the ground that the 
little 10-year-old Filipino boys—who are, 
as a rule, about the size of 77-year-old 
American boys—are just as dangerous 
as grown up Filipinos; that they are 
“dead shots;’’ that they are generally 
very bad dtizens. All of which is 
news to a person who has been in the 
islands, and is especially interesting in 
view of the testimony of American offi- 
cers that none of the Filipinos are good 
shots. 

However that may be, 
controverting the fact that General 
Smith's orders warranted the officers 
and men under him believing that they 
were to devastate the island; that they 
were to kill not only the men in arms 
and the men not in arms, but every 
male creature over 10 years of age. 
Ideutenant Waller told the court which { 
tried him that he and his command re- 
fused to obey that portion of General 
Smith's orders, which would have re- 
sulted in the killing of a lot of old men 
afd’ women, as he (Waller) had declared 
that it was not the Amefican way to 
make war on women, old men and little 
children. 

Wik! Smith Be Made To Suffer? 

General: Smith’s acknowledgment that 
he had given the soldiers orders which 
undoubtedly resulted in the murder of 
thousands of innocent men, women and 
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administration defenders have not yet 
recovered... There are indications of a 
systematic effort on the their part to 
make a scapegoat of General Smith 
just as they hoped one would be made 
of Lieutenant Colonel Waller. General 
Smith points to an army order ‘ssued 
during the civil war as warrant for the 
policy he pursued upon assuming com- 
mand on Samar, but he could with all 
propriety point to the general instruc- 
tions issued by General Chaffee, for any 
fair construction of these would give 
warrant for everything that has been 
done on Samar. 

The fact that General Chaffee’s orders 
were formally approved by the secre- 
tary cf war carries the responsibility 
for the devastation right to headquar- 
ters. 

General Chaffee is in no sense “the 
dastard’’ and ‘‘villain’” that Senator 
Rawlins pictured him, but General Chaf- 
fee is a soldier and nothing else. He 
has been a soldier all his life. Like 
every other man who gives himself to 
that calling he has little or no respect 
for civil government. 

The China Expedition. 

General Chaffee has been in the Phil- 
inpine islands a comparatively short 
time. He went there from China, where 
he had led the American troops bril- 
liantly. Whatever may be said in the 
way of defense of that march to Pekin 
by the troops of the allies, it was one 
great carnival of destruction. It is 
claimed for, the American troops that 
they did far less slaughter than was 
indulged in by the troops of other coun- 
tries, »sbut it is acknowledged as a fact 
that the inside history of the actions of 
the armies representing Christian na- 
tions would make anything but pleasant 
reading. 

From such a campaign General Chaf- 
fee went to the Philippines. He seems 
to have very promptly acquired the con- 
viction that the Filipinos are, as a race, 
inferior to the Chinese. Immediately on 
his arrival he became impressed with an- 
other thing about the Filjpinos, and that 
is that they are the most treacherous 
people alive. He became convinced that 
General MacArthur and other officers who 
had been in the islands a long time, put 
an unwarranted amount of faith in the 
peaceful assurances of tthe natives. His 
instructions -to the different commands 
showed this. 

The sensational massacre of more than 
half a company of American soldiers 
down at Balangiga, on Samar, was direct- 
ly in line with what he had predicted 
would occur where officers put much 
faith in the Filjpinos. His instructions 
to General Hughes, following the ap- 
pointment of General Smith to take com- 
mand on Samar, showed that General 
Chaffee meant to have every man, wom- 
an and child in these islands feel the 
weight of the American army. 

Smith an Energetic Officer. 

_General Smith was selected by Gener- 


| al Chaffee for this- command because 


General Chaffee believed him to te the 
sort of man for conducting the kind of 
campaign which ne meant should be con- 
ducted. In a letter he wrote to General 
Hughes, General Chaffee said: ‘General 
Smith, I am told, is an energetic officer, 
and I hope he will prove so in command 
of that brigade.’’ General Chaffee’s in- 
structions included the following: 


“While I do not urge inhuman treat- 
ment of any person in these islands, it 
is necessary that we be stern and inflex- 
ible, and both officers and men must be 
cordially supported in their duty in this 
regard. There is one thing necessary, 
and that is the wholesome’ fear by these 
people of the army, and that every 
hostile motion of any inhabitant towari 
the troops will be quickly and severely 
punished, 

“[ have all the time thought that we 
do not appreciate the fact that we are 
dealing with a people whose character 
is deceitful, who are absolutely hosijle 
to the white race and who regard life as of 
little value, and, finally, who will not 
submit to our contro! until absolut:ly de- 
feated and whipped into such a condition. 
It is to our fnterest to disarm these peo- 
ple and to keep them disarmed, and any 
means to that end is advisabic.”’ 


General Chaffee made these fgrther ob- 
servations: 


“The condition of mind of officers and 
men in these islands is largely in error, 
and they must be given to understand 
that yao A are in error, by which I mean 
their opinion is that the people are ‘far 
more friendly than they really are and 
that they are satisfied with our presence 
among them. 

“In a considerable sense this may be 
true. Women and children are probably 
friendly toward ts, but as arule I would 
not trust £0 per cent of the male popula- 
tion and they must not be trusted. 

“It is our duty to suspicion every 
male inhabitant in these islands. and the 
proof of any error in this regard must 
rest with them, not so much to words 
oe. Sy sation which cannot be misunder-

General Smith’s orders on assuming 
tommand of the operations on Samar 
were directly in line with the orders of 
General J. Franklin Bell, under which 
the campaign in Batangas was conduct- 
ed, and which, Hike those of General 
Smith’s, received cordial approval of Gen- 
eral Chaffee. 

General Smith’s famous order in which 
he declares that the only course to pur- 
Sue is to adopt @ policy that ‘‘will create 
in the minds of the. people a. burning 
desire for the war to cease, a desire of 
longing so intense, so personal, especially 
to every Jjndividual of the elass men- 
tioned (the wealthy and influential), so 
real that it will impel them to devote 
themselves in earnest to bringing about 
a state of real peace,’ and ‘“‘to wage war 
in the sharpest and most decisive man- 
ner possible,” makes very interesting 
reading at this time. 

General Smith directed that “every na- 
tive, whether in arms or living in the 
pueblos or barrios, will be regarded and 
treated as an enemy until he has con- 
clusively shown that he is a friend. The 
Only manner in which the native can 
demonstrate his loyalty is by some posi- 
tive act or acts that actually and posi- 
tively commit him to us.” 

There is a great deal more of this sort 
of generalization under which the com- 
mand on Samar conducted the campaign. 
That these ordérs mean little short of 
license to do whatever officers . might 
choose, is a fair construction of them; 
and the American soldier turned loose 
among a people whom he calls by the 
generic term ‘“‘niggers’’ is not Hkely to 
think much about the ethics of so-called 
civilized warfare. 

Approved by Chaffee and Root. 

General Smith’s instructions to his 
command and his acts were unquestion- 
ably approved by General Chaffee. He 
was selected to do this thing in this way 
and he did it. The fact that General 
Chaffee is known to have approved of 
his plan of campaign undoubtedly had 
something to do with the  president’s 
change of. orders so that he himself and 
not General Chaffee shall review the 
case. 

General Chaffee’s attitude and orders 
of an. ‘aggressive’ campaign methods 
have had the fullest approval of the sec- 
retary of war and of the president of the 
United States. The murder of prisoners 
under the command of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Waller can be legitimately attributed 
to the methods of campaigning which 
had the fullest and heartiest approval of 
the present administration. 

It was only the other day that the presi- 
dent of the United States took occasion 
to formally thank General J. Franklin 
Bell ana the officers and men under him 
for the success of their campaign in Ba- 
tangas province. There is no evidence 
that Filipino prisoners were killed in Ba- 
tangas province, but the orders issued by 
General. Bell for th#@t campaign gave 
warrant for just the same kind of atroc- 
ities as were warranted by the orders 
of General Smith. These orders have been 
published in American newspapers all 
over the country and gave rise to much 
indignation. In the face of these orders by

the campaign conducted under them must 
have been exactly lke that conducted by 
General Smith, the president took oc- 
casion to give the most pronounced ap- 
proval.

Condition of Prelate Takes a Turn 
for the Worse. 


RELAPSE VERY PRONOUNCED 


His Secretary Says, However, That 
He Will Recover—The Arch- 
bishop Is Very Weak. 


New York, April 29.—Archbishop Corri- 
gan's condition took a turn for the 
worse today and though Father Curley, 
the prelate’s secretary, declared the rest- 
lessness and weakness of the archbishop 
had been anticipated, extra precautions 
were taken to insure the patient’s recov- 
ery. He is very weak. Father Curley 
said tonight: 

“There is nothing in the fact of his 
restlessness and vfeakness of today to 
warrant apprehension. We anticipated a 
slow recovery because of his extremely 
weak condition. The pneumonia has al- 
most left him, only a little part of the 
bottom of the right lung at the base be- 
ing still affected. The physicians really 
anticipated this relapse, but they had 
hoped it would not be so pronounced. He 
will recover, but his recovery, as the 
doctors say, will necessarily be slow.” 


CAPTAIN ALBERS DROPS DEAD. 


He Was Senior Officer of the Ham- 
burg-American Line. 

Berlin, April 29.—Captain A. Albers, of 
the steamer Deutschland, fell dead of 
heart failure in the chart house of his 
vessel as she was approaching the port of 
Cuxhaven. He expired in the arms of his 
first officer, who caught him as he fell. 
The long hours spent by Captain Albers 
on the bridge of the vessel after the loss 
of her rudder at sea, which occurred be- 
fore the Deutschland reached Plymouth 
and during the passage of the North sea, 
probably hastened the captain’s collapse. 

As the senior captain of the Hamburg- 
American Steam Packet Company Cap- 
tain Albers expected to retire after a few 
more trips. Emperor William has sent a 
telegram to the Hamburg-American, in 
which he expresses his sorrow at the loss 
of so excellent and capable an officer, 
who “brought my brother from the United 
States. The steering of the rudderless 
Deutschland with her screws on her last 
homeward trip was a masterstroke of 
seamanship. Honor to his memory.” 


EIGHT MORE BODIES FOUND. 


Victims of the City of Pittsburg 
Horror Near Cairo. 

Cairo, Ills., April 29.—Eight bodies of 
City of Pittsburg victims were recovered 
today. One that was found floating a few 
miles below this city was supposed to be 
that of Harlowe Dowe, of Memphis, Ths 
body was badly burned and decomposed 
and positive identification was not mads.

tions to assign a native of the town or 
barrio to each pole, whose duty it should 
be to replace it immediately if destroyed.” 

One method of interpreting that order, 
or the similar order issued on Cebu fs 
this: A native was told to look out for a 
certain portion of the telegraph wire. If 
it was found cut, the American soldiers 
would come along and after repairing it 
would burn the house of the man upon 
whom had been placed this unsought re- 
sponsibility. That was done, I was told, 
not once, but a number of times. Little 
towns were burred all over Cebu and 
other islands in General Hughes’ depart- 
ment in retaliation for damages done by 
the tnsurgents, although there was no

TAFT DEFENDS 
AMERICAN ARMY 


He Says Soldiers in Philpi- 
‘pines Have Been Humane 
as a Rule, 


ADMITS SOME BRUTES 
ARE FOUND IN UNIFOAM 
Governor Says That Filipinos Have 


Fought in a Savage Manner and 
That This Has Forced the 


New Haven, Conn., April 29.—Governor 
General William H. Taft, of the Philip- 
pine islands, was well received this even- 
ing, when he addressed about two thou- 
sand students, professors and others fn 
college street hall at Yale. He was in- 
treduced by President Hadley. After 
briefly reviewing the historical and geo- 
graphical features of the Philippines, 
Judge Taft described its governmental 
and economical status at the time the 
American army took possession. He then 
developed the history of the past four 


Philippine commission. 

Governor Taft reviewed the same 
ground as that covered by his evidence 
before the senate and house committees. 
With respect to the evidence as to the 
water cure and other cruelties Governor 
Taft said that {t must be remembered 
that the army of forty to sixty thousand 
men by reason of the guerrilla warfare 
carried on by the insurgents had to be 
divided into five hundred posts, many 
of which were commanded by first and 
second lieutenants or captains and some- 
times by sergeants and that the detach- 
ments in the field far exceeded the num- 
ber of posts; that this explained how it 
was possible with many engagements 
daily exceptional instances of such cruel- 
ty might occur without typifying the 
conduct of the army, which on the whole 
was humane and considerate toward the 
natives. 


Some Brutes in Uniform. 

It was not to be expected that in an 
army of sixty thousand men there should 
not be brutes or weak men who would 
yield to the temptations of arbitrary 
power a@®*the provacation, hardly to be 
understood, ®f the ambush and treach- 
ery, Savagery and danger of the Filipino 
guerrilla waffare as it was practiced. 

With respect to the order of General 
Smith in Samar, the speaker said that as 
fhe matter was sub judice and had hap- 
pened since he left the islands he did not 
fee] justified in making a public state- 
ment. 

In speaking of the relations between the 
church and the government in the Phil- 
ippines, the speaker said that under the 
Spanish rule the church and the state 
had had their tnterests so inextricably 
associated and fused that it was a work 
of the nicest and most difficult char- 
acter to separate justly the interests of 
the one from the other and yet those 
interests must be separated in order that 
the church and. state in the Philippines 
should be brought to the condition re- 
quired by our traditions and system of 
government. 

It was lan indispensable condition prece. 
dent to bringing about the necessary Sé@p- 
aration that there should be seme confer- 
ence between the church authorities and 
the representatives of his government 
With a view to an amicable adjustment. 
It could not, of course, involve the es- 
tablishment of diplomatic relations with 
the vatican, but if held would be a con- 
ference made necessary by the unusual 
circumstances of a transfer of sovereign- 
ty from a country closely associated with 
the church to one which must have the 
interests of the church and state sep- 
arate. 


Army Is Indorsed. 


Manila, April 29.—The American cham- 
ber of commerce has passed a resolution 
indorsing the action of the United States 


to counteract what the members of the 
ghamber believe to be the opinion pre- 
vailing in the United States, that of- 
ficers and soldiers have acted in violation 
of the rules of war. The preamble says 
the chamber is composed exclusively of 
American business men, who have been 
thrown in immediate contact with the 
prevailing conditions everywhere in the 
archipelago, and it was resolved that 
without the constant watchfulness and 


no property or business 
be safe and that upon its influence de- 
pends the stability of the civil govern- 
ment. The resolution eulogizes General 
Chaffee, ‘‘whose earnest effort has sus- 
tained and assisted the civil authorities 
in the difficult task of the establishment 
of civil government,’’ and praises his 
g00d judgment and humanity, which have 
won him the admiration and affection of 
fall loyal Americans in the islands.

His Words Move Audience to Laugh- 
ter and Tears. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., April 28.—(Special.j— 
One of the most entertaining addresses 
ever heard at this cultured little city, the 
seat of the University of Alabama, was 
made here tonight by Commandant Jan 
Krige, of the Boer army. 

He came well introduced and recom- 
mended and made a speech which com- 
pletely captured a packed house. He was 
at once dramatic, pathetic, humorous, 
witty and forceful as he described condi- 
tions in the reconcentrado camps.

Samar Lads Fierce Fighters Ac- 
cording to the Witnesses,

Mantla, April 2%—When the trfal by 
courtmartial of Genera! Jacob H. Sm'ta 
was resumed today, Pedro Bella, a boy 
“mascot” of company E, of the Ninth in- 
fantry, commanded by Cuptain Thomas 
W. Connell, who was massacred by the 
Bamar natives at Batangiga, testified that 
he saw Captain Conne!l’s death wound 
given by a boy of 16. The witness saw 
several other boye of the same age among 
the nativgs; who took part in the mas- 
gacre and thought he could himself use a 
bolo against a soldier. 

Captain W. E Ayer, Genera] Smith's ad- 
jutant general, said he had been closely 
in touch with all the movements and knew 
General Smith’s plans, purposes and fee!- 
inge at every phase. He added that on 
the general’s arrival the coast was de- 
serted, and he saw the same towns filled 
with people when he left. But so far as 
the people of Samar were concerned, he 
met only one man worthy of respect, wno 
was sincere, patriotic and honorable, He 
must admit, however, that the man with 
this qualification was born of Tagolog 


ancestry. 

First Lieutenant Vandeman, of the 
Twenty-first infantry, who had charge 
of the military information bureau, de- 
scribed from the records the treachery 
of the natives of Samar. 

Dattos Want Peace. 

General George Davis has arrived at 
Lake Lano, island of Mindanao, and has 
had tan interview with nine dattos, who 
are desirous of peace and friendship.

When the reinforcements reach Min- 
danao the Americans will be near Datto 
BPiryan and may invite the chief to a 
\trendly conference, and request him to 
Wire, up the murderers of American 
soldiers who are known to be among his 
forces. If he refuses tne troops will de- 
molish his forts. 

Not a Shot Fired. 

Not a shot has been fired since TLieu- 
tenant Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, of the 
Fourth infantry, captured the fort. The 
Moros are now impressed with -American 
valor. They previously thought them- 
selves invincible, the Spaniards not hav- 
ing retzched tne lake. It is believed that 
when the campaign is concluded the most 
satisfactory conditions will exist, that the 
natives will be friendly and will fast as- 
similate with the wavs of the Americans,

MILLIONS SPENT 
10 TEACH NEGROES 


North Carolina Has Done. 


$5,381,000 USED SINCE 1873 


Negro Pays Less Than Three Per 
Cent of the Total Taxes—Some 
White Extremists Are Op- 
posed to Education of 
fhe Race. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 29.—(Special.)— 
The state superintendent of public in- 
struction has prepared a statement show- 
ing the amount this state has expended 
upon negro education in this state since 
1873. The total is 3,381,000. 

It must be borne in mind that the ne- 
groes pay less than 3 per cent of the 
total taxes, and the large figures will 
show how much the whites have done 
and are doing to educate them. 

There are some whites who are bitterly 
opposed to teaching the negroes to even 
read and write. One of these extremists 
went so far as to say that he wanted 
Governor Aycock to stop making educa- 
tional] addresses, and added: 

‘*“T can’t see what is the use of our 
constitutional amendment disfranchising 
the negroes and then go all over the 
state to educate them and make voters 
out of them.”’

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The. Need of an Income Tax. 

The people at large in the United 
States ha.ve never been satisfied with | 

the teetoi'um decision of the supreme 
court against the constitutionality of 
the incomis tax. They pay tribute ev- 
ery day nmder schedules of tariff and 
internal revenue laws that are filled 
with discriminations and class favor- 
itism. They do not understand the 
legal jugglery that finds it illegal to 
tax moderately the surplus incomes of 
those people who enjoy immense an- 
nual incrememts to their wealth from 
the use of the: immunities and privi- 
leges extant under our government. 
They do not believe such a decision 
contains the essential element of 
equity. 

There are occasional special in- 
stances that emphasize the injustice of 
permitting such’ incomes to go scot 
free of tribute. Take the case of Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor, < self-expatriated 
American, who draws from the tene- 
ment dwellers of New York city an 
income of several millions of dollars 
annually. He lives like a lord in Eng- 
land and is consumed with hunger for 
a patent of nobility from his new sov- 
ereign, the king. He draws all his 
American income to England and has 
been lavish with it in great gifts to 
British education, British charity 
funds, British rifle practice clubs and 
other enterprises calculated to 
strengthen and enlarge British power. 
Yet he pays not one cent of tax upon 
that income to:the United States, but 
floes pay a heavy levy upon it for the 
enrichment of the English exchequer... 

Other Americans having large in- 
comes from the commerce of the Amer- 
ican people, from oil, from steel, from 
sundry most profitable trusts, squan- 
der millions upon millions in direct 
gifts to English institutions, in art and 
other European products and in riot- 
ous living in Paris, Monte Carlo, Bad- 
en-Baden and other fast resorts of 
the continent. Fifty millions annually, 
and in special exposition or corona- 
tion years one hundred millions, of 
money sweated from American brows 
and brawn are spent in Europe by our 
countrymen. On all that surplus, val- 
ued only as it can be most bizarrely 
squandered, they pay not one dime of 
tax for the help of their country or the 
bearing of the public burdens that rest 
upon their fellow-citizens. 

We believe a constitutional amend- 
ment {n favor of taxing incomes could 
be passed through congress without 
serious opposition and that the people 
of a sufficiency of states would force 
their legislatures to promptly ratify it. 
It is certainly worth the trial. 


Cattle Raising in the South. 

Taking occasion by the prevailing 
high price of beef, The Philadelphia 
Press remarks that “the souio has de- 
prived itself of a large source of reve- 
nue by failing to introduce the breed- 
ing of cattle, and names several good 
reasons why that industry among us 
should not be lost sight of. 

The Constitution has always urged 
the same policy upon the people of the 
south and only recently pointed out 
how millions of acres of pasture and 
grazing lands in our South Atlantic 
states could be sv employed with 
enormous profit. In southwest Vir 
ginia today some of the finest cattle 
in the world are raised and shipped 
through Norfolk to Europe to supply 
a select trade that never quibbles 
about prices. Here in C.orgia careful 
breeding and care in raising will pro 
duce beef cattle that will take blue 
ribbons in any food market of civiliza- 


over the western ranges that, added to 
the short hauls and low transportation 
costs, should give us larger returns 
|upon the average run cf cattle for 
home and foreign consumption than 
the western raised can command. 

It has been shown in recent issues 
of The Constitution that Georgia, for 
instance, only raises about 12 percent 
of the beef that her people annually 
consume and even less percentages of 
other meats. As The Philadelphia Press 
points out, our civilization is changing 
with the increase of our factories and 
foundries, and the consequent increase 
of a meat-eating population. We will

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Jake Smith and His Partners.

They have a sudden seizure 
of fiery indignation in the press and 
in congress and that unspeakable 
specimen of our army in the Philip- 
pines is being roasted in the fires of 
his own kindling. The people of the 
country are inexpressibly shocked by 
his self-confessed brutalities and it is 
no wonder that senators, representa- 
tives and reputable newspapers of all 
parties are calling hotly for his degra- 
datjon from the army.

As it is now, the assaults upon Jakie 
Smith are largely beside the full mark. 
That he is guilty and should be rigidly 
punished is true enough. But the 
lightning that blasts him should also 
scorch and wither higher up. All his 
deviltry was not done, we imagine, on 
his own motion. If it was, others have 
since become his accessories after the 
fact by concealing and practically con- 
doning his criminal career. It cannot 
be denied that Secretary Root had all 
these records of bloed, conflagration, 
torture and waste before him months 
before the senate, at the instance of 
General Miles, dragged them from 
him. And if the secretary had them 
it is also certain that the president 
knew all about them—knew the full 
truth, even while he was _ rebuk- 
ing Other generals and threatening 
them with disgrace for etiquettical in- 
discretions! 

What shall be said of and done to 
these officials who have made them- 
selves coparceners with the Jake 
Smith campaign of torture and mur- 
der? What boots their present hot 
haste to try and acquit him? Do they 
tnink American people will stand for 
such mummery? If they do, then the 
gods have blinded them fatally to a 
future that means their certain de 
feat and disgrace,

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Does Germany Want HaitiP 

If there is any truth in the report 
published several days ago in The 
New York Herald that Emperor Wil- 
liam is making an effort to acquire 
from Haiti exclusive coaling rights 
at the Mole St. Nicholas, it is evident 
that the emperor’s professed acquies- 
ence in the Monroe doctrine was mere- 
ly tentative and intended simply to 
allay suspicion on this side of the wa- 
ter until subsequent developments 
should justify him in changing his 
mind on the subject. 

Those of us who followed the move- 
ments of our fleet in Cuban waters 
during the Spanish-American war 
know well enough that we cannot af- 
ford to have Germany step in and ac- 
quire exclusive coaling rights at this 
important strategic point. The Mole 
St. Nichoias is located at the western 
extremity of the island of Haiti and is 
on the line of direct travel from 
Europe to the Caribbean sea and the 
Guif of Mexico. In the event of the 
opening up of the proposed canal 
across the isthmus of Panama it will 
be even more important to us than it 
is now to prevent foreign influences 
from obtaining possession of this 
naval] stronghold in West Indian wa- 
ters. Germany is keeping her eye 
upon the isthmus of Panama and she 
may be anxious to get control of the 
Mole St. Nicholas for the purpose of 
furthering her ambitious commercial] 
designs in the western hemisphere. 
If sucn is really her intention she wil] 
find that to dream of extending her 
imperial sway over American terri- 
tory is quite different from realizing 
her bold undertaking, and that she 
cannot even make the attempt to ac- 
quire the Mole St. Nicholas without 
finding us ready to circumvent her 
schemes. There is some talk to the 
effect that the financial straits of the 
present chief executive of the island 
republic may make him an easy tool 
in the hands of the German emperor, 
but the sympathetic relations between 
the United States and Haiti are such 
| that the deal could hardly be consum-

IMPROMPTU SHOWER BATH. 
Though Somewhat Unconventional, It 


TIMELY DISCUSSIONS 
BY GEORGIA EDITORS 


Editor Govan, of the Rome 
Record, Talks of the In- 
auguration and Work of 
the Floyd County Dis- 


pensary.

(Written for The Constitution.) 

The Rome dispensary opened on Tues- 
day, April 1, with Manager A. P. Watson 
In charge. The institution displaced thir- 
teen saloons and took upon itself the sole 
right to sell liquors of all kinds under 
certain restrictions. But it did not open 
without a checkered experience. The 
question of dispensary and barrooms asgi- 
tated Floyd as it had never been before, 
and brought on a campaign perhaps un- 
equalled in the history of the state. 

The latter part of last summer Hon. 
Seaborn Wright proposed to submit the 
matter of formulating a dispensary Dill 
to four eminent attorneys in Rome, 
namely, Colonel C. N. Featherston, Ma- 
jor R. T. Fouche, Hon. Halsted Smith and 
Hon. W. J. Neel and to abide by their ac- 
tion. The result was that these gentle- 
men drew up a bill which was called 
“The Rome Dispensary Act." The three 
representatives, Hon. W. A. Knowles, 
Hon. John C. Foster and Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, entered into an agreement to 
Support the bill in the legislature and 
work for its passage. The original bill 
provided that the city of Rome was to 
be paid the first $10,000 made by the dis- 
pensary and afterwards the profits were 
to be divided equally between Rome and 
Floyd county. This was done to tom- 
pensate the city for its loss of licenses. 
occasioned by the closing of the thirteen 
saloons. Mr. Wright saw that the peo- 
ple living in the country objected to this 
provision and he sought to have the bill 
amended so as to divide the profits equal- 
ly between county and city. Mr. Foster 
agreed to the amendment, but Mr. 
Knowles objected to it and it looked dark 
for the measure. Finally Mr. Knowles 
was called away on the railroad commit- 
tee. During his absence the amended 
bill was introduced and passed both 
house and senate and Governor Candler 
signed it. The act provided it should be 
ratified by the people at the polls be- 
fore it could go into effect, and this 
brought on the campaign. 

The faction opposed to the dispensary 
was marshalled by Hon. W. A. Knowles, 
Hon, R. A. Denny, Hon. Nat Harris and 
Hon. Harper Hamilton. The dispensary 
contingent was captained by Hon. Sea- 
born Wright, Solicitor General Mose 
Wright, Hon. W. J. Neel and Deputy 
Sheriff Dunahoo. The advocates of the 
dispensary claimed that the institution 
is the solution of the whisky question, 
better than open bars, because it elimi- 
nates social and night drinking; better 
than prohibition, because it controls the 
sale of spirits and provides for a revenue 
to go to the county and city treasuries. 
They argued that a dispensary would 
hold out no inducements to boys and 
young men to drink, or contract the 
habit, and make the city orderly. They 
told the people that the county did not 
receive one cent from the saloons as 
a privilege of doing business, whereas, 
under the dispensary, the county would 
get half of the profits. That the mer- 
chants would enjoy a larger trade and 
the morals of the community be im- 
proved. 

The opponents of the dispensary de- 
nied the arguments of the other side and 
Stated that the institution was no more 
nor less than a big barroom, that it 
would not yield any revenue, but on the 
contrary would involve the county and 
city in a large debt and increase taxa- 
thon; that blind tigers would flourish; 
that it would increase drunkenness; that. 
it made the public partners in the whis- 
ky business; that it sought to abridge 
personal rights and take a citizen's 
property away from him and that the 
bill was unconstitutional. 

After a tempestuous campaign the dis- 
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pensary act was ratified at the polls on 
February 18 by a majority of 269. The 
liquor men sought to enjoin the dispen- 
sary electors from electing @ manager, 
and the commissioners from opening the 
dispensary. The cases were argued be- 
fore Judge Henry and the Hquor men 
lost. They were carried to the supreme 
court with a lke result. The barrooms 
closéd on the last day of March and the 
dispensary opened on the first day of 
April. W. J. Neel, W. J. Griffin and 
Frank Freeman were elected commis- 
sioners by the electors, a body composed 
of the city and county officers. The 
commissioners appointed W. P. Watson 
manager at a salary of $75 a month. 
There are three clerks and two colored 
helpers. The rental expenses are $i a 
month, but a part of the building is sub- 
rented, cutting down the actual rent to 
about $50. 

That the dispensary has: fulfilled the 
expectations of its supporters there can 
be no doubt. The small retail cash trade 
of Rome has improved 3% per cent. Gro- 
cerymen, beef market dealers and dry 
goods merchants were the first to ex- 
perience a better trade and this within 
two weeks. The morals of the city have 
been greatly benefited. The chief of po- 
lice reports fewer arrests since the dis- 
pensary was establishec than ever befure 
tn the history of Rome for a similar 
length of time, 

Will the dispensary pay the city $10,009, 
the amount lost by the closing of 
saloons? This question was an issue of 
much magnitude during the campaign. 
The dispensary has averaged nearly $200 
in daily sales and on one Saturday the 
institution took in a little over $300. If 
this average is maintained, and the 
friends of the enterprise say it will be 
more than doubled, the dispensary wil 
pay over to the city $13,600 and to the 
county a similar amount, clear of all ex- 
penses each year. This is what might be 
termed a minimum estimate of the reve- 
nue the city and county will receive. 
Terrell county’s dispensary last year 
paid about $21,000, with half the popula- 
tion of Floyd; and it is almost a mathe- 
matical certainty that if eighteen thou- 
sand people pay $21,000, thirty-six thou- 
sand people will pay $42,000. 

It is probable the dispensary will fig- 
ure in politics. An effort will be made 
to elect three representatives to the leg- 
islature pledged to use their efforts to 
have the bill repealed this fall. But 
from present indications one would be 
justified in the conclusion that the dis- 
pensary has come to stay in Rome for 
many years. 

The dispensary opens at sunrise and 
closes at sunset. It sells any amount 
over a half pint. It keeps on hand a 
varied assortment of liquors and bottled 
beer, the latter being kept in a refrigera- 
tor. The dispensary receives orders from 
outside towns, but all sales are for cash, 
No one is allowed to loiter around the 
premises or drink in the building. The 
result is the place is as quiet and or- 
derly as the average business house in 
Rome. Anybody can pass the store witn 
impunity. The public up to this time 
is pleased with the operation and effect 
of the new method of handling liquors.

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HOME RAISED BEEF 
GOES UP IN PRICE 


Heavy Demand for Native Cattle in 
Southwest Georgia. 


PRICE WAS ABOUT DOUBLED 


Farmer in Albany Sells Beef on the 
Hoof for 3 1-2 Cents Per Pound, 
the Price Several Months 
Ago Being About 
2 Cents. 


Albany, Ga. April 29.—(Special.)—Any 
person who will take the trouble to look 
into the condition of the market for 
native beef cattle in this part of the state 
will gather some decidedly interesting 
information. 

There is a tremendous demand in Al- 
bany and in all the other marketg of 
southwest Georgia for native beef cattle, 
and it is only through the most persist- 
ent and untiring efforts that dealers are 
able to supply the strictly retail “trade. 
Within the last twelve months the price 
of native cattle on the hoof has nearly 
doubled 

Yesterday an Albany butcher purchased 
from a farmer, who lives in the lower 
part of this county, twenty-elght steers 
of an average weight of 72 pounds. A 
few weeks ago the same farmer sold to 
the same butcher twenty-one steers av- 
eraging 760 pounds weight. The com- 
bined weight of the forty-nine cattle 
was 37,016 pounds, and the farmer re- 
ceived for them a check on an Albany 
bank for $1,295.56. ' 

Beef Brings Fancy Price. 

The farmer’s price wag 3% cents per 
pound on the hoof, which is more than 
beef cattle ever brought before in this 
part of the country. Not many months 
ago the market price was 2 cents, but 
the supply has been steadily decreasing, 
and the present condition of affairs was 
inevitable. Butchers say that 3% cents 
per pound gross is equivalent to about 
7% cents for dressed carcasses. 

The farmer who sold the Albany butch- 
er forty-nine head of cattle at 3% cents 
made a splendid profit. He bought the 
sieers several weeks ago when they were 
poor and scrawny, placed them on good 
pasturage, gave them a “scientific diet’’ 
and sold them at a fancy price after 
they had gained thousands of pounds in 
weight. His profit was tremendous when 
the amount invested and the time in- 
volved are considered. - 

The farmer referred to, as well as sev- 
eral others of this immediate neighbor- 
hood, have embarked in the cattle rais- 
ing industry on a somewhat extensive 
scale. Fine pastures have been fenced 
in, sheds erected for the protection of 
cattle in wet weather and other meas- 
ures taken to insure better attention to 
the stock than is usually accorded it in 
this section. These progressive farmers 
are preparing to raise their own cattle in- 
stead of buying it up as has been done 
heretofore, and will blaze the way for an 
industry which should be worth millions 
to the wiregrass section.

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THE COTTON SEED CRUSHERS. 


MUCH INTEREST IN THE SECOND 
DAY’S SESSION IN DALLAS. 


Several Important Changes Are Made 
in the Rules of the 
Association. 


- Dallas, Tex., April 29.—When President 
Thornton called the second day’s session 
of the Interstate Cotton Seed Crushers’ 
Association to order this morning there 


were 150 members present. 

Several papers were read and important 
changes made in the rules of the associa- 
tton. Glen Walker, of Fort Worth, read 
@ paper on “Mutual Insurance.” 

“Fuel Oil” was the subject of an ad- 
dress delivered by F. H. Bailey, of Paris, 
Tex. 

Chairman J. W. Allison, of the commit- 
tee on rules, reported the changes his 
committee recommended for adoption by 
the convention. The most important 
changes were made in the rules for gov- 
ernment of transactions in cotton seed 
products. Changes were also made in 
the by-laws. 

In rule No. 1, governing cotton seed oil, 
which specifies how tanks shall be loaded, 
important changes were recommended so 
as to protect both buyer and seller from 
loss in shrinkage. 

In the rule which recites how settle- 
ments shall be made for oil and how ship- 
ped, the quantity each barrel shall hold, 
has been recommended raised from 50 
to 55 gallons. 

Changes Are Recommended. 

Under the head of ‘‘classification,” rule 
No. 4, describing the flavor, color and 
odor of prime summer oil, a change has 
been recommended, to-wit, that the 
words “light straw color’’ and “must 
bleach to a choice white,’’ be stricken 
out. Under the same head, rule No. 8, 
in regard to the quality of choice crude 
oil, the words “ligut in color’ are rec- 
ommended omitted from this rule. Rule 
21, which states how cotton seed meal 
shall be packed for export in bags of 100 
pounds weight, ‘“‘weight gfoss’’ to be in- 
serted. 

Changes in the general rules were also 
recommended, especially In regard to of- 
fers. sales or purchases of cotton seed 
oil or cotton seed products. 

Rule No. 29, under the same head, in 
regard to brokers’ fees, when goods are 
shipped, was recommended for change. 

In rule No. 48, in regard.to arbitration, 
Chicago was recommended appointed ag 
one of the places to meet for arbitration 
purposes. 

The changes recommended were adopt- 
ed after some discussion. 

At the afternoon session a resolution 
offered by G. N. Hen$on, of Chattanooga, 
for a mutual fMmsurance of cotton seed 
crushing mills, their ware houses and 
stocks, raw, was adopted. 

A ripple of excitement was caused by 
the introduction of a resolution by John 
N. Hobbs, of New York, relative to an 
investigation of the business methods of 
some of the packers by the United States 
courts. The resofution, however,. was 
almost unanimously defeated. 

The convention then adjourned, to meet 
again tomorrow morning.

ASKS $30,000 FOR SONS DEATH 


Mrs. New Claims That Amount from 
Southern Railway. 


HER BOY “TLUED IN ACCIDENT 


Was Running Empty Car Which Col- 
lided with Switch Engine—His 
Mother Blames Crew. 


Depositions were read to the jury in the 
United States circuit court yesterday 
before Judge Newman, in the suit instl- 
tuted by Mrs. Josephine C. New, to re- 
cover $30,000 damages from the Southern 
railway for the death of her son, Looney 
Oscar New, on November 21 last, which, 
she alleges, was caused by the negligence 
of the railroad. 

In her petition for damages Mrs. New 
sets forth that her son, who was 18 
years old at the time of his death, was 
employed ag a switchman and coupler 
by the Southern railway in this city. At 
the time of his death young New was 
running a car down grade, of its own 
momentum. The car, according to the 
plaintiff, had the right of way as it was 
the only car moving on the track. The 
grade upon which the car was running 
is near Johns street crossing. The car 
was a heavy one, used for hauling coal}, 
and New was standing at the brake on 


the car’s roof. 
Suddenly while the car was going down 


the hill at considerable speed, a switch 


engine switched onto the track upon 


which the coal car was running. Before 
New could do anything to prevent it his 
car and the engine collided. He was 
thrown from the car and run over. Hs 
injuries were so severe that he died with- 
in a few hours after the accident. 

In her petition Mrs. New sets forth 
that her son contributed largely to her 
support. At the time of his death he was 
earning $50 to $56 per month. His mother 
says that when the accident occurred her 
son was getting along well in the rall- 
road business and that his prospects 
for becoming conductor and further ad- 
vancement were very good. 

The suit was originally begun in the 
city court, but the Southern railway 
petitioned the court to have the action 
removed to the United States court, as 
the company claimed that it was not a 
resident of the state of Georgia, but that 
it was incorporated under the laws of 
Virgin‘g and doing business in that 
state. 

No witnesses were examinted yester- 
day, the testimony presented to the jury 
consisting of depositions. It is probable 
that several witnesses will be called to 
testify when the case is called today. 

Arnold & Arnold are looking out for 
Mrs. New’s interests in the suit and 
Dorsey, Brewster & Howell and Sanders 
McDaniel represent the railroad com- 


pany. 


PASSING THRONG. 


“T have been in Atlanta for quite a 
while,’’ said the New York man, ‘and I 
have had an opportunity of studying the 
rules that have just been prepared by 
fhe street car company. Of course he 
railway people have their reasons for 
making these rules, but under existing 
conditions I think they are unwise. I can 
well understand why the traveling pub- 
lic objects to complying with the new 
regulations. In New York the situation 
is different. There the cars are run so 
close together that there is no trouble 
about getting accommodated. If the first 
car is erowded, all you have to do is to 
wait a minute or so and another one 
comes along. 

“In Atlanta it is different. You are 
compelled to get on the first car that ap- 
pears, or else you are forced to wait ten, 
fifteen or sometimes twenty minutes be- 
fore the next one comes in sight. The 
new rules force all who cannot find seats 
or standing room inside out upon the 
rear platform. None are permitted to get 
upon the front platform as heretofore, 
and the result is that the carrying ca- 
pacity of each car is thereby lessened. 
It is a hardship upon the people who, 
living in the suburbs, are compelled to 
patronize the street cars. 

“Last Sunday I went for a ride on the 
East Point line, and returning the car 
was packed to suffocation. Every seat 
was occupied, people stood in the aisles, 
and, the rear platform being. jammed, 
one or two young fellows even stood out- 
side the dashboard upon the coup yr. 
Some of us went upon the front platform 
and were told to get inside. This was im- 
possible, because of the great crowd, and 
we remained there despite the protests 
of the car’s crew. I cannot see where 
the harm comes in standing on the front 
platform. The car stops for every man, 
woman and child who signals, and 
everybody seems to be encouraged to 
climb aboard, no matter how crowded 
the car may be. If the company cannot 
furnish more cars and provide seats for 
their fare, the patrons 
should at least be given an opportunity 
of standing where they won't be crowd- 
ed to death. A censor of rules is badly 
nee@ed, I think.’’ 


“I would like to know,’ remarked the 
young man with the worried look, “‘if 
three Scotch high balls and a creme de 
violette will produce the green man- 
dolins! Don’t laugh; I’m dead serious— 
never was more serious in all my life. 
I had never tried the combination of 
drinks before today, and immediately the 
most wonderful manifestations began to 
take place.

“This morning, shortly after taking on 
the three Scotch H. B.’s and the creme 
de violette I saw a girl going down the 
street with a mandolin In a green cov- 
er. I was attracted by the girl more 
than the sight of the mandolin. She was 
pretty. At the next corner I saw another 
girl with a green mandolin. Half a block 
down the street I bumped into a negro 
with two green mpndplins. I began to 
rub my eyes and got worried. Another 
block I saw three men with green man- 
dolins just like the other. 

“This was too much and I took a 
cocktail. Scarcely had I gulped it down 
before I looked around and saw a man 
coming in the door with a green mandi- 
lin.

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COTTON PICKER IS 
NOW PERFECTED 


Will Be Put to Practical Use Near 
Greenville, Miss., This Year. 


OPERATED UNDER CONTRACT 


Treasurer Morris Says the Company 
Is Ready To Guarantee Machine 
Will Pick 90 Per Cent of 
Cotton Without Injur- 
ing the Plant. 


Thomas R. Morris, treasurer of the 
American Cotton Picker Company, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., passed through Atlanta 
yesterday on his way north, after having 
completed arrangements for putting the 
cotton pickers, now being manufactured 
by the company, into practical operation 
during the coming season. 

The cotton picker manufactured by this 
company is the same that was on ex- 
hibition in Atlanta during the exposition 
of 189, though it has since been perfect- 
ed, and it is said it will now do the work 
réquired of it. The inventor, Angus 
Campbell, has spent sixteen years per- 
fecting the machine and it was only last 
year that it was brought to such a state 
of perfection that it could be put to prac- 
tical use. 

The first of these new cotton pickers to 
be brought south will be put into prac- 
tical operation at Greenville, Miss. Con- 
tracts have been made for working sev- 
ral of them there. The company does 
not sell or lease them, but makes a con- 
tract with the cotton planter by which 
he {s to furnish four mules for each pick- 
er and a farm hand to operate it, the 
company paying 50 cents per day each for 
"ne mules, and the value of the farm 
Nana's labur. Then the planter pays the 
company 40 cents per hundred pounds for 

Yering the cotton. 

What Mr. Morris Says. 

“We have made contracts for the work- 
ing of five of these machines in the 
neighborhood of Greenville, Miss..’’ Mr. 
Morris said vesterday., ‘‘and will have 
them on hand ready to do the work as 
s00n as the crop is ready. 

“The machine will pick all of the cotton 
but we give a guarantee that it will pick 
99 per cent without any injury to the 
plant. Fach machine will pick five bales 
a day. We will not sell or lease the ma- 
chines, but they will be operated under 
contract as I have explained. We are 
satisfied we have solved the question of 
picking cotton by machinerv, and I be- 
lieve it will be a great thing for the 
south.”

DUPONT GUERRY REPLIES 
TO CHAIRMAN WARNER HILL 


Prohibition Candidate Answers Some of the Ques- 
tions Outlined at Terrell Headquarters. 
Political Gossip Over the State. 


Macon, Ga., April 29, 1902.—Editor Con- 
Stitution: Warner Hill, chairman Terrell 
campaign committee, in answering and 
declining for Mr. Terrell a challenge for a 
joint discussion between that gentleman 
and myself in Atlanta, sent by S. C. 
Tapp, president, and J. L. Anderson, 
vice president, Associated Guerry Clubs. 
asks certain questions concerning myself 
which can be more appropriately an- 
swered by me, and I now at the first 
Opportunity take pleasure in answering 
Such of them as are relevant and worthy 
of my attention. 

“As to my voting for the Hon. 
Joseph H. Hall, of Bibb, for represen- 
tative.’’ 

I voted for him at the last primary 
and shall do so again at the next pri- 
mary, and in doing so I shall vote as I 
pray and pray as I vote. Mr. Hall does 
not go as far as I do on the prohibition 
question and I do not go as far as he 
does on some other questions, but alto- 
gether his views are more In accord with 
mine than were or are those of any 
other candidate for representative at the 
last or the approaching primary. 

Mr. Hall has openly announced, on the 
floor of the house of representatives, in 
favor of state prohibition to’ the extent 
of the abolition of barrooms by direct 
state legislation. This Mr. Terrell has 
not done, though this question has been 
pressed upon him during the last month 
or so, in the public prints and other- 
wise. 

Mr. Hall is bitterly opposed to liquor- 
ism in politics and in the lobby. He is 
in favor of making our great railroad 
companies pay their share of the taxes 
and of subjecting the Southern Railway 
Company to state court jurisdiction the 
Same as the other railroad. companies 
operating in this state. 

Of all public men in Georgia he has 
been during the last severa] years the 
most conspicuous in opposition to free 
failroad passism as a means of debauch- 
ing our politi¢gs and influencing our offi- 
Cials. 

I will add for further information of 
Mr. Hill, that at the last primary Mr. 
Hall encountered practically the opposi- 
tion of the solid liquor vote of Bibb and 
received practically the solid support of 


prohibitionists, including ministers of the 
Gospel, voting for him single shot in or- 
der to make sure of his election. 

I voted for him for the above reasons 
and with great pleasure because he is my 
friend. For the same reasons I would 
vote for him if he were my enemy. 

“Chronic lobbyism.”’ 

So far-as I know or believe, such lobby- 
ism did not exist when I was attorney 
for the Georgia. Southern and Florida 
Railroad Company or when I was in the 
senate in 1880 and 1881. 

If such lobbyism did exist when I was 
Such attorney, I never saw or partici- 
pated in it. 

If such lobbyism did exist when I was 
senator, I never saw or felt it. 

In my opinion it has never existed as 
it has recently, since the foundation of 
Our state government. 

The lobbyism that perpetrated the Ya- 
zoo fraud was not more corrupt then now 
prevails in this state, and was acute, not 
chronic. 

I have too much respect for Mr. Hill's 
common sense to believe that he was 
Sincere in writing the following sen- 
tences: ’ 

“He (Mr. Guerry) professes to know of 
the existence of chronic lobbyism. If he 
does know and fails to present the guilty 
parties to the grand jury as a private citi- 
zen he would hardly do so @s governor.” 

“Railroad domination of state af- 
fairs and politics to selfish and cor- 


rupt ends.’’ 

Mr. Hill says that ‘ft is a little re- 
markable” that when I was ‘a member 
of the senate of Georgia (1880-81), United 
States district attorney (1886-88 and rail- 
road attorney (1889-95) there was no Wdomi- 
metion of state affairs and politics to 
selfish and corrupt ends’ by railroads, and 
only when out of office and a candidate 
for governor these things exist.”” Wheth- 
er remarkable or not it is certainly true 
so far as I know and believe that dur- 
ing the period mentioned the people of 
Georgia were exempt from such domina- 
tion. It is true that during this period, 
at least partly, there was a bitter issue 
between the railroad companies and the 
people upon the question of discrimina- 
tions and excessive charges. But during 
this entire period, in my judgment, so far 
as the exertion of any political influence 
on the part of railroad companies was 
concerned, there was practioally none, and 
so far as the administration of justice 
was concerned, our railroad companies 
were more “‘sinned against than sinning.”’ 
When the issue to which I have alluded, 
between the companies and the people, 
was pending, that great man William M. 
Wadley, was at the head of railroadism 
in Georgia. 

He knew no palicy except that of ho.- 
esty, and his loyalty to the interests he 
represented waS as unwavering as his 
iron will. He engaged in no politics, good 
or bad. In contemplating his rugged 
form and lofty character now, imagina- 
tion can picture him pointing the tinger 
of scorn at railroad politics in Georgia 
today. 

The insinuation of Mr. Hill that this 
dor.ination is claimed to exist only while 
I am a candidate for governor, is utter- 
ly inconsistent with the facts. My claim 
is that such domination hes existed for 
a number of years and that it was begun 
and is still maintained by the Southern 
Railway Company in conjunction with the 
liquor ring and the political ringsters of 
the state, a combination formed long since 
the time when I was senator and yet 
long before I was thought of, so far 
as I know, in connection with the gu- 
bernatorial nomination. 


‘‘Railroad immunity from fair and 
equal taxation and supervision of 
Georgia courts and Georgia laws.” 


I recall no action on my part -relative 
to the lenn bill or the Olive and Berner 


bending over the cradle. 
which the expectant mother must pass, how- 
ever, is so full of danger and suffering that 
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Is the joy of the household, for without 
it no happiness can becomplete. How 
sweet the picture of mother and babe, 
angels smile at and commend the 
thoughts and aspirations of the mother 
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neither in office nor in politics, except 
as a private citizen in the mnanks of de- 
mocracy. If Mr. Hill has any letters of 
mine bearing upon any of these questions 
I now invite their immediate publication. 
I do not understand that because a citi- 
zen prefers to pursue for the most part 
an inconspicuous course in the politics 
of his state that he thus debars him- 
se’f from the privilege after that of be- 
coming a candidate upon vital issues 
as then presented and at the instance 
ef numbers of his wisest and best fellow- 
citizens, 
“Equal and just taxation.” 

When fin the senate of Georgia in 1880 
and 1881 I introduced no bill to secure 
equal and just taxation; but such a bill 
was introduced by my friend, the Hon. 
A. C, Westbrook, senator, and I assisted 
him all that I could in his effort to pro- 
cure the passage of that bill, which effort 
did not succeed. 

“Just freight rates for the com- 
mercial and shipping interests of the 


state.’’ 

While a member of the senate as afore- 
said, I introduced and pressed in the 
senate a bill for just freight rates, etc., 
but did not secure its passage; the main 
point of that bill being to secure uni- 
formity and equality among the points 
throughout the state. 

“The unrigateous free pass sys- 


tem.”’ 

In answer to Mr. Hill’s question, 
“When in the senate of Georgia, what 
effort did he (Mr. Guerry) make to sup- 
press the ‘unrighteous free pass?’” I 
beg leave to say that at that time this 
abuse did not exist as it does now. My 
recollection is that just prior to the eiec- 
tion of the general assembly in 1880 a 
number of our railroad companies, and 
among them the Central, had not been 
recently issuing such passes to member's 
of the legislature. 

Upon my election as senator, however, 
free passes were sent me, but I declined 
to use them or any of them. I did that 
much to suppress the ‘unrighteous free 
pass,” and if every official would only 
do that much the uprighteous free. pass 
would be entireiy suppressed, so far at 
as such officials-are concerned. In 
those days, in my judgment, the free pass 
exercised little or no influence, unaided 
and limited as it was, and I am free to 
Say that I did not reject those furnished 
me because 1 thought at that time the 
bestowal of passes was exerting any 
great influence upon legislation, but sim- 
ply because I conceived the issuance and 
acceptance of the same to be wrong in 
principle. 

That the free pass is now and has been 
used for some years with great effect 
upon many of our Officials is a fact to 
be much deplored but not denied. And 1 
can say for the information of Mr. Hill, 
if he does not already Know it, that oth- 
ers besides officials are now being fur- 
nished with free railroad passes to g0 
about over the state in the interest of hi- 
candidate, Mr. Terrell, and in opposition 
to myself; so that We are not only having 
to a large extent a free-pass state gov- 
ernment, but a free-pass political cam- 
paign. 

This state of facts did not exist when I 
was senator or railroad attorney. 

In conclusion upon this subject, I wisn 
to say that the plank in my platform is 
limited to the condemnation of the cus- 
tom of issuing free passes to officials 
whose duties require them to pass upon 
the rights of railroad companies issuing 
such free passes; that ever since I have 
had any opinion upon this subject it has 
been the same that it is now, and has 
always been outspoken, and that my 
views upon. similar evils and upon the 
other questions herein discussed, have 
ever been the same that they are now. 
This is where ‘‘Rhoderick was then.’ 
Whether one blast from his bugle horn 
was worth at that time a thousand men 
or not, that one blast was certainly 
given. 

The enployment of his bugle then only 
suffers by comparison with the employ- 
ment of his bugle now, and it is thus 
that my friend Hill has been misled. 

I am before the people of Georgia now 
publicly as a candidate for the democrat- 
ic gubernatorial nomination upon public 
issues, and free railroad passes is one 
of those issues; and it is quite natural 
and, as I think, altogether proper, that I 
should be giving greater publicity to my 
views than heretofore, when not a candi 
date for any office and when performing 
my duties in the ranks of democracy 
like the great masses of my inconspicu- 
ous fellow democrats. 

I notice that Mr. Hill insists that I 
should be an informer or prosecutor rath- 
er than a candidate for governor. In 
reply to this suggestion I wish to say 
that the candidacy is more congenial to 
my tastes, and that whether I be nom- 
inated and elected or not, I feel sure 
that even my candidacy, to say nothing 
of my administration, has been and will 
be more serviceable to the people of 
Georgia, than would be my course if I 
should institute ard pursue the numer- 
ous suggested prosecutions away from 
home in the various counties of this 
state. More than that, I will call at- 
tention to the fact that every county 
in this state is provided with grand 
juries and one or more prosecuting offi- 
cers, and have their hundreds or thou- 
sands of citizens who could become more 
appropriate infcrmers or prosecutors 
in their home counties, than I would be. 
And I wish further to say, aS a matter 
of fact, that in my own county of Bibb 
I know of no cases of this kind that need 
my attention. 

The suggestion of Mr. Hill that a can- 
didate for ,the great office of governor 
of Georgia cannot condemn certain no- 
torious evils and expose certain corrupt 
conditions with a view to terorm, with- 
out naming the particular individuals, is 
unworthy of him. 

For his especial benefit, however, I will 
give him a clew to the information which 
he desires upon this subject. He will 
find most of these individuals, if not all 
of them, now engaged actively in the 
support of his candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination, however many good 
men like my friend Hill himself and 
othe?s may be likewise engaged. 

In conclusion, I most positively deny 
that thé larger part of my Atlanta speech 
was devoted to personal attacks on Mr. 


Terrell. I suppose, however, the real 
difference between me and Mr. Hill upon 
this subject is on the question as to what 
constitutes persénal attacks. Under my 
view of it, my discussion and criticism 
of Mr. Terrell has been absolutely and 
entirely political, except in repiy to his 
statement that I had been discharged as 
railroad attorney.

ONE OF THE BULLOCH BONDS. 
TATE TREASURER R. E. PARK 
S received yesterday from Brown Bros. 
& Co., prominent bankers of New York, 
one of the old Bulloch bonds, issued un- 
der the administration of Governor Bul- 
loch, and asking him if it were of any 
value. Tihe bond was issued, it states, 
under an act approved October 17, 1870, 
but a search on the part of Attorney 
General Boykin Wright, has failed to 
reveal the existence of any such act. 
It is of the denomination of $1,000, and 
two of its interest coupons are gone. 
Treasurer Park turned the bond and 
letter over to the attorney general with 
a request for an opinion in the matte. 
Attorney General Wright is now en- 
gaged in looking the matter up. The 
indiaations are that the bond is one of 
those which were declared void end re- 
pudiated by the legislature and by the 
constitutional convention of 1877. There 
are some of these old bonds, however, 
that are good, and the attorney general 
will investigate to determine its status. 
Every now and then one of these old 
bonds comes into the state treasury with 
a similar request, and in almost every 
instance Treasurer Park has sent them 
back to those from whom they came. It 
appears there is no provision for retaiag- 
ing them or for ae them. If 
such a provision were made by the leg- 
islature it might prevent these worthless 
securities, sometimes, from finding their 
way into the hands of innocent purchas- 


ers. 


SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS. 

The annual meeting of the county 
school commissioners of the state will be 
held in Augusta On May 20 and 21. The 
executive committee of the association 
held a meeting a few days ago in the 
office of State School Commissioner G. R. 
Glenn, and the programme for the occa- 
sion was outlined. It includes many in- 
teresting features. The address of wel- 
come will be delivered by Professor Law- 
ton B. Evans, of Augusta, while the re- 
sponse will be made by Professor J. D. 
Gwaltney, county school commissioner 
of Floyd county. 

Commissioner Glenn will deliver his an- 
nual address immediately following these 
addresses, and the convention will then 
proceed to the, discussion of topics of 
interest and concern to the public schools 
of the state. Among other topics on the 
programme are ‘Libraries for Public 
Schools,”’. ““Local Taxation,” ‘‘Consolida- 
tion of School and Transportation of 
Children,”” and others on similar lines.

Court of Last Resort Brings to a 
Close a Number of Issues 
Long Pending. 


Decisions rendered Tuesday, April 29, 1902.

‘Moved by Washington's Work At 
lantan Gives Check for $1,000, 


Mrs. Collis P. Huntington Also Makes 
Munificent Gift to Tuskegee In- 
stitute—Ogden Party In- 
spects Work Done by 
Washington. 


By Sidney Ormond. 

Tuskegee, Ala., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Hundreds of prominent Alabamans, head- 
ed by Governor Jelks, visited Tuskegee 
today to welcome the members of the Og- 
den party and to attend the special exer- 
cises at Booker Washington's institute. 
As an evidence of the interest which the 
people of Tuskegee feel in the visit of 
the northern philanthropists, every store 
and place of business was closed for two 
hours this morning in order that all 
might attend the dedication exercises of 
the Carnegie library, which took place at 
1 o’clock. The exercises were brief and 
interesting. Dr. Albert Shaw, editor of 
The Reviews of Reviews, delivered the 
dedication address. Hon. John W. Ab- 
ercrombie, state superintendent of educa- 


tion, also spoke. 

At half past 1 o’clock a splendid barb¢- 
cue was provided the visitors. The ta- 
bles were spread under the trees and the 
northerners, many of whom had never 
attended a barbecue before, enjoyed the 
occasion greatly. 

Among the prominent Atlantans here 
are H. M. Atkinson and C. A. Wicker- 
sham. After making an inspection of the 
institute, Mr. Atkinson presented Booker 
Washington with his personal check for 
$1,000. In speaking of the school and 
his gift, Mr. Atkinson said: 

“This is my first visit to Tuskegee. I 
never was more surprised in my life than 
at the splendid work being done here to 
help the negro mace. Jggave the money 
because I think the institution a most 
deserving one.’’ 

Mrs. Huntington’s Gift. 

\ letter was read from Mrs. Collis P. 
Huntington, of New York, stating that 
ehe wished to give the money to erect 
a substantial and commodious brick build- 
ing for the use of the academic depart- 
ment of the Tuskegee institute, to take 
the place of the several inconvenient 
wooden buildings which are now used for 
class room purposes. This building Mrs. 
Huntington gives in memory of her late 
husband, the president of the Southern 
.Pacific railroad, and it is to be known 
as “The Collis P. Huntington Memorial 
Bullding.”” While the exact amount of 
the sum made availabl. by this gift was 
not made public, it is known that it was 
very generous and sufficient to provide 
a larger building than any which Tuske- 
gee now has. Two years ago Mrs. Hunt- 
ington gave the morey to build ‘‘Hunting- 
ton Hall,’’ the best dormitory for giris 
which the school has, and not long before 
his death Mr. Huntington gave $50,000 
toward the school’s endowment fund. 

Mr. William H. Baldwin, speaking Iat- 
er for the board of trustees, emphasized 
the fact that the increase of the plant of 
the school in buildings and shops in- 
creased the running expense of the in- 
stitution, and that on that account more 
money would be needed each year. 

Sixty students received certifigates in 
Buch- industries as agriculture. cooking, 
poult@y raising, laundering, carriage 
building and machine work. These pa- 
pers were all fllustrated by practical 
work before the audience. 

Welcomed by Governor Jelks. 

The interesiing exercises were attend- 
ed by fully 500 visiors and 1,200 students. 

Governor Jelks, on behalf of the state, 
welcomed the visitors to Alabama. He 
spoke of the great work Washington had 
done at Tuskegee, and said that the 
whole state of Alabama was proud of 
him and owed much to his work. 

The Ogden party is composed of about 
seventy-five prominent people from all 
parts of the country, including Mr. Rob- 
ert C. Ogden, of New York city, partner 
of John Wanamaker; Dr. Felix Adler, 
New York city; Professor L. H. Bailey 
and wife, of Cornell university; Mr. John 
Crosby Brown, banker, New York; Mr. 
William H. Baldwin, Jr., president Long 
Island railroad and a trustee of the Tus- 
kegee Normal and Industrial institute; 
Dr. H. B. Frissell, principal Hampton in- 
etitute; Professor H. W. Farnham, of 
Yale university; Mr. A. S. Frissell, presi- 
dent Fifth Avenue bank, New York; Dr. 
Ww. T. Harris, United States commis- 
sioner of education; Dr. St. Clair McKel- 
way. editor Brooklyn Eagle, and Mrs. 
McKelway; Dr. Hamilton W. Mabie, edi- 
tor The Outlook, and Mrs. Mabie; Bishop 
W. M. MecVickar, of Rhode Island; Mr. 
Walter H. Page, editor World's Work, 
and Mrs. Page; Mr. and Mrs. John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., Mr. George Foster Pea- 
body, Dr. Albert Shaw, editor Review of 
Reviews; Rev. James M. Taylor, presi- 
dent Vassar college; Dr. Talcott Wil- 
liams, editor Philadelphia Press, and Mrs.

Tuskegee Carnegie Library. 

In style of architecture the Tuskegce 
Carnegie library, dedicated today, sug- 
gests the stately colonial buildings of the 
south. It is 50 by 110 feet on the founda- 
tion, two stories in height. The entrance 
is surmounted by a broad portico whose 
massive ionic columns rise to the full 
height of the building. 

The plans for the library were drawn 
end the work of building superintended 
by Mr. R. R. Taylor, the school’s direc- 
tor of industries. Practically all the work 
from basement to roof was done by stu- 
dents as a part of their industrial educa- 
tion under the oversight of the school’s 
teachers in the various industrial depart- 
ments. Students dug out the foundation, 
made the bricks and laid them. did the 
carpentry work and finishing, put on the 
roof, installed the electric lighting fix- 
tures and the steam heating apparatus 
and made the library and reading room 
furniture. . 

Tuskegee has a library of about 10,000 
volumes, which with the reading rooms 
has hitherto been obliged .to occupy 
cramped and inconvenient quarters in an 
old wooden building which was at one

BY SOUTHERN MILL MEN 


DR. J. D. TURNER., 
Of Atlanta. 
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They Appeared Before House Committee To Protest Against Leg- 
islation Affecting Southern Cotton Mills. 
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D. A. TOMPKINS, 
Of Charlotte. 
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Dr. Turner, D. A. Tompkins and Others Oppose 
Amendment Regarding Labor Calculated to 
Injure the Mills of the South. |

ASHINGTON, 30.—(Spe- 


W clalL)—Dr. “J... D. Turner, of 
Atlanta, was one of the 
delegation of prominent southern cotton 
mill men which appeared todiay before 
the house committee on judiciary in op- 
position to the amendment to the consti- 
tution proposed by Mr. Lovering, of Mas- 
sachusetts, the purpose of which is to 
take from the states and give-to congress 
the power to establish uniform hours of 
lwbor in manufactories throughout the 
United States. 

This proposition, by means of which 
New England mi'!l men seek to exercise 
control over southern mils, failed to get 
serious consideration in former congresses 
and has been revived by its author, who 1s 
himself a prominent cotton mill man in 
Miassachusetts. While there seems to be 
no possibility of such a proposition get- 
ting the two-thirds vote of both houses 
of congress, which an amendment to the 
constitution must have to be submitted 
to the states for ratification, the represen- 
tatives of southern mills have deemeni itt 
wise in view of the misinformation con- 
cerning southern conditions to present 
their views to the committee of congress 
having the bill under consideration. 

Southern Men Present. 

In addition to Dr. Turner, the delegation 
consisted of the following presidents of 
southern mills: E. A. Smythe, Pelzer; 
James L. Orr, Piedmont; J. H. Morgan, 
W. E. Beattie, O. P. Mills, LL. W. Parker, 
Greenville; D. A. Tompkins, Charlotte; 
F. Dilling, Kings Mountain, and J. P. 
Verdery, Augusta. 

Representative Elliott, of South Caro- 
lina, who is a member of the committee, 
introduced the delegation. Captain 
Smythe, of Pelzer, opened up for the 
opposition by reading an editorial from 
a New York paper and a statement from 
Rev. Mr. Oampbell, of South Carolina, 
testifying toe the good treatment accorded 
southern mill labor. Cavtain Smythe 
claimed that the proposition of Mr. Lov- 
erning was unwarranted by the state of 
affairs in southern mills, and would in- 
jure the mill industry in the south by put- 
ting it on an even less ativantageous foot- 
ing than that of the New Eng@nd mills. 
Captain Smythe thought the statements 
made before the committee at a previous 
hearing by Mrs. I. A. McFadyen were, 
to say the least, prejudiced, as she had 
been employed by the Federation of La- 
bor to gather facts detrimental to the 
mill owners and received from that or- 
ganization a salary for her work. These 
charges against southern mills for the 
employment of children are made the ex- 
cuse for the Lovering amendment. 

Gross Injustice to South. 

L. W. Parker, of the Victor mills, at 
Greers, showed that the conditions in 
southern mills are totally different from 
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those in New England and held that for 
congress to fix uniform hours of labor 
in both sections would be gross injustice 
to the south. If adopted the resolution 
would result in crippling the mill industry 
in the south, 

“Southern mill men,’’ said Mr. Parker, 
“take exception to the characterization 
of Mr. Lichman, the representative of the 
Federation of Labor, of southern mill 
help as poor white trash. We claim they 
are the same class of people as are em- 
ployed in other industrnes:” 

D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, after em- 
phasizing the injury southern mills woud 
suffer by the adoption of the pending res- 
olution, detailed to the committee the true 
conditions as he knew them, of child 
labor in the south, maintaining that the 
statements of Mrs. McFadyen were but 
generalizations of a few isolated qases. 

Dr. Turner, replying to questions from 
the committee, said that Georgia miil men 
had agreed to employ no children under 
2 years of age, and that the mills had 
also provided schoo!s for the education 
of children under that age. He pointed 
out the difference in climute and the slow- 
er work of employees in southern mills 
as the reason why the south was justified 
in having a longer labor day than New 
England. He said Georgia mill men give 
their employees all the benefits possible 
in the way of amusement, as well as edu- 
cational flacilities. The Lovering resolu- 
tion, he declared, was as unwarranted 
as it was unjust to the south. 


S*ab at State Rights. 

Colonel Orr, of the Piedmont Manufac- 
turing Company, argued that the Lover- 
ing resolution was a stab at state rights. 
If there was to be legisiation fixing the 
hours for labor it should come from the 
states and not from congress. New Eng- 
land mills, sald Colonel Onr, sixty 
years the start of southern ti Js, and yet 
they were endeavoring to force on che 
south the laws diczated by the Iabor 
unions of New England. 

Replying to a question of Chaitman 
Ray, Colonel Orr said educated labor was 
far superior to ignorant labor and tnat 
the mills were doing all they could to 
raise the standani of their employees 
by providing schools, churches and read- 
ing rooms for them, al! of which were 
paid for out of the mill owne':s’ pockets. 
Child labor, he contended, would soon be 
done away with entirely by the miMs 
themselves and all they were asking for 
was a little time in which to bring this 
about, which he was sure they could ac- 
complish without the assistance of New 
Engiand’s mill owners. 

The members of the delegation were 
asked many questions by members of the 
committee, who seemed anxious to get at 
the facts concerning conditions in the 
south, and from the trend of these ques- 
tions it seems safe to predict that the 
Lovering proposition wili never get out 
of the committee. 
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students crowd these rooms to realize how 
much they needed larger accommodations 
and how much they will get out of them.

NO YELLOW FEVER IN CUBA. 


For That Reason Quarantine Will 
Not Be Enforced. 

New York, April 29.—Although the sea- 
son of the year has arrived when quar- 
antine is usually established against 
Cuba, Health Officer Doty said today he 
had decided not to enforce restrictions 
against that country at this time. 

“Cuba is free from yellow fever,” said 
he, ‘‘and unusual care is being taken to 
keep it free. I shall be guided entirely 
by the reports in future from Havana 
and other ports in Cuba. Quarantine 
regulations against Cuba are a great ob- 
struction to commerce,-and I wish to 
place as: little hindrance to free inter- 
course as will be consistent with protec- 
tion for the public health.” 
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NEW WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Lieutenant Beecher Says the System 
Works Admirably. 
Washington, April 29.—Lieutenant 
Beecher, the naval expert on wireless 
telegraphy, has returned to Washington 
from his trip to the North Carolina 
sounds, where he inspected the weather 
bureau system of wireless telegraphy in- 
stalled between Roanoke island and a 
point on the main land opposite Hat- 
teras, a distance of fifty miles as the 
crow flies. The system was found to 
work over that distance with absolute 
accuracy, ty and high ran 
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The latter ts attaining by abandoning 
the troublesome ‘‘coherer,’’ which is an 
indispensable part of almost every other 
style of apparatus. 

The new plant is extremely compact 
and light and a very strong point in 
its favor is the small amount of battery 
power required to operate it as com- 
pared with other systems. This makes 
for low cost of maintenance. The ex- 
perimenters are working on a selective 
device which is reported to promise very 
well, Although Lieutenant Beecher has 
not yet made his formal report to Ad- 
miral Bradford, there is no doubt that 
he will recommend the installation of 
an experimental set of weather bureau 
instruments on at least one naval vessel,

‘They Are Remembered in Om- 
nibus Public Building Bill 


Appropriations for Atlanta, Macon, 
Athens, Brunswick and Rome. 
Bill Briefly Debated in House 
and Passed by an Over- 
whelming Vote.

Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—The 
passage of the house of the omnibus pub- 
lic building bill insures the approprinutions 
for Atlanta, Macon, Athens, Brunswick 
and Rome, as carried the bill waen 
reported by the committee. 

Under this Colonel] Livingston secures 
for Atlanta the purchase’ of the other 
half of the square upon which the pres- 
ent building is located. 

Judge Matidox secures for Rome an adad- 
ditional site for an extension of the pres- 
ent building. 

Mr. Brantley secures for Brunswick a 
liberal appropriation to complete’ the 
building in that city, 

Mr. Howard secures for Athens a hand- 
some new building, and Mr. Bartlett se- 
cures for Macon an appropriation for 
making over the present building and add- 
ing to it in such a way «as to make it 
practically a new structure. The total 
sum appropriated for Georgia in those 
items is $350,000. 

Mr. Rrantley, who is a member of ‘the 
committee, has worked unfailingly in be- 
half of the differeent Georgia projects, co- 
operating with his fellow-members whose 
districts have been directly affected. There 
were pendiing before the committee a 
great number of bills, the total asked 
for in them reaching nearly $70,000,000, 
As all of these could not be put through 
at this session, the committee selected 
what it considered the most meritorious. 
Others will come later. 

Increase for Macon. 

One increase in the Georgia items is al- 
ready assured. The bill «carries $72,000 for 
Macon. Judge Bartiett has by his ef- 
forts secured the unanimous sanction of 
the house committee of an increase in 
this amount to $125,000 and the bill goes 
to the senate with the assurance that 
Macon will get at least that amount. 
The amentiment would have been put in 
by the house today except for the fact 
that the rule under which the bill was 
considered excluded all amendments, Dur- 
ing the debate Judge Bartlett, in a short 
speech, explained the situation at Macon, 
and submitted, so as to have them on 
record, the estimates of the supervising 
architect’s office that it will take at least 
$125,000 to make the proposed changes 
and other documents showing the need 
for them. He eaid that he was perfectly 
Satisfied with the present status of the 
matter, the house committee having given 
its assurlance that the increase he asked 
would be put on the Dill. The committee's 
action is, in effect, a recommendation to 
the senate committee, which will doubt- 
less be followed, aS such recommenda- 
tions always are. 

What Bill Provides. 

tender a special order which allowed 
three hours’ debate, but cut off all op- 
portunity of amendment, the house today 
passed an omnibus public building bill 
which will distribute $17,405,450 among 174 
cities. As the bill covers into the treas- 
ury $1,585,000, the total amount carried by 
the bill is reduced to that extent. The 
bill provides for seventy new buildings 
and sites, six butlidings on sites already 
purchased, seventeen buildings on donated 
sites and fifty-elignt Increases in appro- 
priations for buildings already wuthorized., 
It also provides for the purchase of six- 
teen sites. The majority for the bill was 
so overwhelming that only nine members 
backed a demand for the ayes and noes 
on the passage-of the biil.- There was 
some criticism of the method by which it 
Was proposed to pass the bill Without 
opportunity for tamendment, which Mr.

Williams Attacks Bill. 

J. R. Williams, of Illinois, made a se- 

vere onslaught on the method of legis- 
lation proposed in the olii. Hp declared 
that it was the result of a log rolling com- 
bine. , 
Mr. Mercer, in reply, said that the meth- 
od pursued was in interest of economy. 
Had the bill been thrown open to amend- 
ment, instead of carrying $15,800,000 as it 
did, it would probably carry nearer §$60,- 
000,000. 

The debate exhausted itself shortly be- 
fore the three hours expired, and the 
bill was put upon its passage. The 
chorus of ayes was Overwhelming, but 
Mr. Williams, of Illinois, demanded. the 
aves and noes. Only nine members arose 
in support of his demarid—not a sufficient 
number—and the speaker declared the 
bill passed.

BY THE DEATH OF OSBORNE 
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By the Passing of United 


H. CLAY EVANS. 
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States Consul General at 


London, Roosevelt Will be Able to Provide 
for Pension Commissioner. 


ASHINGTON, April 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The death of Consul Gen- 
eral Osborne at London seems to 
open up the ‘“‘something better’’ which 
Commissioner of Pensions Evans was 
promised at the time he presented his 
involuntary resignation of the office he 
still holds. The white house promise 
that he should have something good was 
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‘given without any definite idea of what 


this should be. 

In Hieu of anything else he has been 
considered in connection with the Span- 
ish mission. It was recognized that this 
Was not exactly the place for the Chat- 
tanooga man who has had no diplomatic 
training and whose irclinations have 
never been that way, but there was ap- 
parently nothing else in sight. Now, 
however, that the best position tn the 
consular service, a place better than al- 
most any of the missions, is vacant, the 
president is understood to regard Evans 
as just the man for it, and the place is 
exactly the thing for Evans. 

Mr. Evans was a caller at the white 
house today and while there the presi- 
dent informed him of the death of Wil- 
liam McKinley Osborne, consul general 
to London, and in an informal manner 
offered him the vacant position. No for- 
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mal tender of the place was made and 
none will be as yet, as the president 
wishes to pay prover respect to the mem- 
ory of the dead consul general. Mr. 
Evans informed the president that he 
would take the offer under advisement, 
but there is no doubt he will accept it 
when it is made in a formal manner. 
Osborne’s Death No Surprise. 

London, April 29.—United States Con- 
sul. Genera] Osborne died at his resi- 
dence in Wimbledon at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. Mr. Osborne’s death was not a 
surprise to his friends. He had been con- 
fined to his home since last November, 
suffering from Bright’s disease and drop- 
sy, which latterly affected his heart. He 
was conscious ‘until near the end. Mr. 
Osborne had never been absolutely well 
since he arrived in England. 

Washington, April 299.—The deceased 
consul general was cousin to the late 
President McKinley, his mother being 
sister to President McKinley’s father. He 
was a resident of Roxbury, Mass., and 
was appointed to London five y@rs ago. 
The post is considered to be the plum 
of the United States foreign service, for 
the compensation averages about $25,000 
per annum and the expenses are not par- 
ticularly large. Mr. Osborne was secre- 
tary of the republican national commit- 
tee during. McKinley’s first campaign for 
the presidency. 
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HAVEMEYER TO BE QUIZZED. 


He Will Be Questioned Regarding 
the Cuban Sugar Question. 

Washington, April 29.—President Have- 
meyer and other officers of the American 
Sugar Company will be asked to appear 
and give testimony before the _ sub- 
committee on relations with Cuba ap- 
pointed to inquire into the question of 
Cuban sugar holdings, and they will be 
the first witnesses called. The subcom- 
mittee held its first meeting today, with 
all the members of the committee—Sena- 
tors Platt. of Connecticut, Burnham and 
Teller—present. The discussion was a 
very general one, but no definite result 
beyond‘ that of deciding to call the.trust 
officials was reached. The suggestion 
that they should be summoned was made 
by Senator Platt,. who said that for ob- 
vious reasons the inquiry should begin 
with them. Senator Teller replied that 
the proposition met his entire approval. 

No time was fixed for the next meet- 
ing, but it was believed it should be 
started as soon as witnesses could be 
secured. The names of other witnesses 
were mentioned, but Senator Teller said 
he would make suggestions later in that 
respect. He said he had no very extend- 
ed list, and the opinion was generally 
expressed that the investigation would 
not be long drawn out unless men should 
be summoned from Cuba, in wh@h event 
some time might be necessary to secure 
the persons wanted.

As it fs, all 
of the business in those counties of the 
western half of the southern district 18 
transacted at Savannah, and naturally 
the Savannah lawyers and Savannah peo- 
ple generally are in favor of. maintiin- 
ing the present status. Judge Speer 
claims that the business, as shown by 
the records of his court from those coun- 
ties, is not sufficient to warrant a sepa- 
rate division. 

As a rule, federal judges oppose the 
creation of these divisions which neces- 
Sitate their thohdjing court at smaller 
cities, ‘but the po.iicy of congress has been 
to carry the courts to the people. 

Bill Reported Unanimously. 

The house committee on judiciary evi- 
dently did not let the arguments of the 
judge affect their decision, for in the flace 
of his contentions, or rather his state- 
ments, the committee gave an unanimous 
report in favor of Mr. Brantley’s Will. 

It is expected that the bill wfl he 
brought before the house some day next 
week. 

Under its terms the proposed new 
southwestern division of the southern ju- 
dicial district is to be composed of the 
counties of Baker, Berrien, Brooks, Cale 
houn, Charlton, Clinch, Coffee, Decatur, 
Dougherty, Echols, Irwin, Lowndes, 
Mitchell, Thomas, Ware ami VPorth, of 
the southern district, und the counties 
of Barly and Miller now in the northern 
district. 

It-is provided that a term of the circuit 
court and of the district court for the 
southern district of Georgia shail be held 
in Valdosia on the second Mondays in 
June and December in each year. If, in 
the court’s opinion, it is necessary, a dep- 
uty clerk may be appointed for this divi- 
sion The bill also contains the provision 
that suitable rooms and accommodations 
for the hoiding of the courts shal] be fur- 
nished free of expenses to the governs 
ment of the United States. 

Cases To Be Tried at Valdosta. 

With regard to the wharacter of the 
cases to be brought before this division 
of the district, it is provided that all] 
Suits not of a local nature in the circuit 
and district courts weainst a single de- 
fendant, inhabitant of the state of Geor- 
gia, must be brought in the. division of 
the district where he resides, but if there 
are two or more defendants residing in 
different divisions of the district, suits 
may be brought in either divisien. Aisi 
issue Of facts in said suit shall be tried 
at a te:‘m of the court reld in the divi- 
sion where the suit is brought. 

Prosecutions for crime in any of the 
counties of the division shall be cogniz- 
able within such division; and all prose- 
cutions for crime heretofore committed 
within either of the said counties taken 
from the northern district or committed 
in the southern district as hitherto con- 
Stituted, shall be commenced and pro- 
ceeded with as if this division had not 
been made. 

Provision is made for the transfer, by 
consent of all parties to the suit or by 
order of the court, to the new south- 
western division, of al] Civig suits now 
pending in the cireuit or disQrict courts 
of either district or division from which 
the counties constituting this division 
have been taken. 

To Be Effective January 1. 

In all cases of removal of suits from 
the courts of the state of Georgia to the 
courts of the United States in the south- 
ern district of Georgia, such removal 
shall be to the United States courts ig 
the division in which the county 1s sit- 
uated from which the remowal is made. 
All grand and petty jurors summoned 
for service in each division ghall be res- 
idents of such division. All mesne ~d 
official papers issued in either of said 
divisions may be served and executed in 
either or both of said divisions. It is 
provided that the act, ff passed, shail 
go into effect the Ist day of January, 
198. 

The committee on judictary, to which 
the bill was referred, has made a fa- 
vorable report upon it. This report points 
out that the new division is composed of 
nineteen counties, having a population in 
the total of 275,591, and that Valdosta is 
Situated near the eenter of the division 
and has ample railroad connections with 
the counties composing it. Petitions from 
the bar of fourteen of the nineteen coun- 

s wave requested that the location of 
the court be made in the city of Val- 
dosti. 

The committee gives the proposition 
its unanimous commendation, declaring 
that it is in the line of that wise policy 
of carrying the courts to the people in- 
stead of requiring the people to travel 
unnecessarily long distances to reach the 
court. “‘Hitherto,’’ says the report of the 
committee, “‘the federal court’s business 
arising in seventeen of these nineteen 
counties has been transacted at Savan- 
nah, requiring the litigants to travel in 
some instances over almost the entire 
state. By holding the court at Valdosta 
it is believed that much time and expense 
will be saved in the transport of litigants 
and officers. No new officers are creit- 
ed by this bill and the government is not 
put to any additional expense, inasmuch 
as suitable buildings and accommodations 
are required to be furnished free of 
charge.”’ 

Mr. Brantley’s Argument. 

In support of his bill, Congressman 
Brantley has prepared an interesting

cating the establishment of the new 
division. In this brief Mr. Brantley says: 

“The act of August 11, 1848, divided 
Georgia into two districts, the northern 
and the southern, and required courts 
held in Atlanta and Savannah. On Janu- 
ary 29, 1880, the southern district was 
divided into two divisions, to-wit: the 
eastern division, with courts at Savannah, 
and the western division, with courts at 
Macon. On February 15, 1889, a further 
division was created, with courts at Au- 
gusta, Ga., known as the northeastern 
division of the southern district. No other 
divisons have been created in, the south- 
ern district, and courts are now held only 
in Augusta, Macon and Savannah, in the 
southern district of Georgia. 

“These three divisions, as at present con- 
stituted, furnish federal court facilities for 
the following people: Savannah, for 238 
counties, with a population of 460,902; Ma- 
con, for 27 counties, with a population of 
448.620; Augusta, for 12 counties, with a 
population of 214,115. Total counties, 6:; 
total population, 1,128,640. 

“The northern judicial ¢ 
{ts creation in 1848, remained without 
change until March 3, 1891, when the 
western division of this district was cre- 
ated with courts at Columbus. On April 
12. 1900, the northwestern division of this 
district was created, with courts at 
Rome, Ga. On February 28, 1901, the 
eastern division.of thé northern district 
was made, with courts at Athens, Ga. 
The federal courts in the northern dis- 
trict, therefore, now furnish court facili- 
ties as follows: Atlanta, for 24 countles, 
with a population of 422,614; Columbus, 
for 18 counties, with a population of 242,- 
635; Rome, for 13 counties, with a popu- 
lation of 199,524; Athens, for 15 counties, 
with a population of 223,015. Total coun- 
ties, 70; total population, 1,087,691. 


The Proposod New Division. 


“The proposed southwestern division of 
the southern district, with couris at Val- 
dosta, Ga., will contain 19, with a popula- 
tion of 275,591, larger than any division 
now in the northern district, except At- 
lanta, and will give the southern dstrict, 
with a greater population than the 
northern district, the same number 
of divisions as the. northernz dis- 
trict. If this new division is cre- 
ated, the divisions of the southern 
district will be as follows: Savannah, lo 
counties, with a population of 200,582, 
Augusta, 12 counties, with a p@pulation of 
214.118; Macon, 23 counties, with a popula- 
tion of 404,196; Valdosta, 19 counties, with 
a population of 275,591. _Total counties, 
69; total population, 1,149,757. 

“The only change that will be made tn 
the northern district will be in the Co- 
lumbus division. Thts division would 
lose the counties of Early and Miller, 
and after the change would stand—Co- 
lumbus, 16 counties, with a population 
of 221.388; while Valdosta would be the 
third largest division in the state. 

“The greatest growth in population and 
in wealth in Georgia is in the southern 
district. The counties now composing 
the eastern division of the southern dis- 
trict, with courts at Savannah, had 4 
total population in .1880 of only 212,515, 
while the census of I® ves them @ pop- 
ulation of 465,902, and is from these 
rapidly growing counties that the greater 
part of the new division, with headquar- 
ters at Valdosta, is to be formed.

“as further flustrating the rapid 
growth of this part of Georgia, the nine- 
teen counties comprising the proposed 
new division had a total population in 
1890 of only 191,157, while the census of 
19 gives them 275,591, a gain of nearly 
50 per cent in ten years. 

‘"The counties composing the proposed 
new division contain some considerable 
part of the wealth of the state of Geor- 
gia, and particularly so when it is re- 
membered that there is no large city in 
eny one of these counties.

ON GEN. SMITH 


Senators Still Denouncing 
Him Because of the ‘‘Kill 
and Burn?’ Order. 


SENATOR SPOONER REFERS 


TO FORT PILLOW AFFAIR} 


But He Is Promptly Replied To by 
Senator Carmack—Senator Lodge 
Admits That the Order of 
General Smith Was 
Barbarous. 


Washington, April 29.—A spirited and at 
times heated discussion of the Philippine 
situation occurred in the Senate today. 
It revolved around the order alleged to 
have been issued by General Jacob A. 
Smith to make the island of Samar a 
howling wilderness, and to kill all male 
inhabitants over the age of 10 years. The 
debate took a wide range, however, and 
many points were discussed. 

When the Philippine. bil) was laid before 
the senate no senator was prepared to de- 
liver a set speech upon it. Mr. Lodge 
of Massachusetts, ir charge of the mess. 
ure, said he felt compelled to- press it 
for consideration. His remarks drew the 
fire of Mr. Teller, of Colorado, who crit- 
icised the republicans for not participat- 
ing in the discussion. This precipitated 
the debate, and for more than two hours 
it continued. 


During Mr. Teller’s remarks Mr. Till- 
man, of South Carolina, said it was re- 
fported that the government, was 
polite to the warlike dattos 
and observed that consideration was 
shown Mohammedans of that island, 
while cruel treatment was meted out to 
the Christians of Samar. 

Tom Ewing Order Quoted. 

Discussing the alleged order of General 
Smith, Mr. Teller’ said he understood 
that General Smith had tried to justify 
his order by what is known as the Tom 
Ewing order. During the civil war by 
this order the population. of two coun- 
ties in Missouri was deported and the 
property destroyed. He was proceeding 
to characterize the action of the Amer- 
ican army in, the Philippines | as most 
cruel and barbarous, when he was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, 
with the inquiry: 


“Does the senator not remember Fort 
Pillow?” 

“What does the senator mean by his 
reference to Fort Pillow?” inquired Mr. 
Carmack, of Tennessee. 


“I had in mind,’’ replied Mr. Spooner, 
“what has been considered a massacre 
of colored troops there.” 

Mr. Carmack insisted with some heat 
that there was no massacre of troops or 
killing of prisoners at Fort Pillow. 

Mr. Teller was continuing his remarks 
abWut Genera! Smith’s order, when he 
was interrupted by Mr. Fairbanks. 

“I do not understand,” said he, “that 
the government approves of General 
Smith's alleged order. It has ordered a 
courtmartial to try General Smith.’ 

Mr. Teller offered an amendment to the 
bill providing for a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the president, and to consist 
of not less than seyen or more than 
fiftéen persons to proceed to the Philip- 
pines and try to secure a lasting peace 
between the United States and the Fill- 
pinos, the United States to pay the com- 
missioners salaries of $10,000 a year each 
and ail expenses. 

Public Mind Shocked. 

Mr. Teller continued his discussion of 
General Smith’s order, which he said had 
shocked the public mind in this country, 
regardless of party affiliations. He said 
he would despair of our government if 
the people should not repudiate such an 
order. 

“Tf,” sald he, “it be true that he issued 
such 4n order, I believe the officer ought 
to be dismissed from the service.’’ 

He said he would despise himself if 
he did not enter his protest against such 
inhumanity as was evinced by the order 
of General Smith. 

‘In the records of all the great wars 
since the middle ages,” he said, “you 
cannot find such a disgraceful and wick- 
ed Order as that issued by General Bell 
or by General Smith.’’ 

Mr. Lodge said nothing was known 
here of General Smith’s order until it 
was pleaded by Major Waller as a de- 
fense for his action in Samar. As soon 
as Waller had pleaded that order as his 
defense the president himself had direct- 
ed that General Smith be courtmartialed. 
He said he did not know whether the or- 
der of General Smith was verbal or 
written. * 

Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, insisted 
the evidence indicated that orders of a 
very extreme character issued in the 
Philippines were being suppressed, not, 
he believed, by the war department, but 
by the military authorities in the Philip- 
pines.

Senator Pat- 
terson sought to show that it was not 
difficult to deceive Aguinaldo by forgery 
and referred to his capture by General 
Funston, through a forged letter signed 
‘Lacuna.’ Major General MacArthur, 
with considerable emphasis, declared that 
Genera] Funston was not responsible in 
any way for any of the methods which 
obtained in the capture of Aguinaido. 

“TIT am responsible in that matter in 
every: way and particular,’’ said General 
MacArthur. “It was one of the decep- 
tions frequently practiced in war, and 
whatever deception attaches thereto I 
take.’”’ 

With regard to the order for the Manila 
massacre General MacArthur, answering 
further questions by Senator Patterson, 
said the .order he saw was signed by 
Sandico and not by Luna. General Mac- 
Arthur detailed the efforts made by him 
to ferret out Luna’s connection with it. 

The witness could not recall a letter of 
General Reeves, who was the chief of po- 


lice at Manila, in which he stated that 
he did not believe a massacre was In- 
tended because it was entirely contrary 
to the manner in which the Filipinos had 
waged war in the past. 

Reverting to the Sandico order, Senator 
Patterson quoted from a report of Dr. F. 
C. Bourns, a surgeon in the United States 
army, as to how he came in possession of 
it through a Filipino who made a copy of 
the original. The senator referred to a 
later statement by Dr. Bourns to the ef- 
fect that the Filipino might have stretch- 
ed things a little. General MacArthur 
claimed there might have been two or- 
ders. 

“Would you hang a yellow dog on the 
testimony that is paraded here as to the 
genuineness of those orders?” asked 
Senator Patterson. 

The witness said it would depend on 
what kind of a yellow dog it was. 

General MacArthur disclaimed any re- 
sponsibility for the orders of General 
Jacob H. Smith to make Samar a howling 
wilderness. Replying to a question by 
Senator Beveridge, General MacArthur 
said that absolute chaos would result 
should the Filipinos be given complete 
independence and the United States 
should entirely withdraw from _ the 
islands.

In his palmiest days, days when few 

ared to face him, John L. Sullivan never 
ave an opponent a blacker eye than Wil- 
gon, the umpire, and the Nashville and 
lAtianta teams gave baseball yesterday 
fafternoon at Piedmont park. 

As a result laSgely of the umpiring of 
gesterday’s game, Wilson will be seen no 
more on the Atlanta diamond. He was re- 
moved last night by President Nicklin, 
of the Southern League. and the special 
game this afternoon will be umpired by 
Yim Lynch, of Atlanta. 

It was the third game of the Nashville- 
‘“Atianta series and fully 1,500 people were 
present to witness the splitter, the greater 
number of the spectators naturally being 
with the Atlanta team. Wilson, the um- 
pire who piloted the Nashvilles to victory 
Saturday, was within the diamond, coat- 
less, but calm and cool, when Manager 
Pabst pulled the bell rope calling the 
players to places. Saturday Wilson’s work 
was anything but satisfactory to every 
one in Atlanta but Manager Fisher and 
the members of his team, but on Monday 
the umpire came nearer pleasing the spec- 
tators and when the lovers of the game 
started parkward yesterday afternoon it 
was generally thought that the umpiring 
would be better than that upon either of 
the preceding days. 

But it was just here that Atlanta spec- 
tators made a great blunder; some might 
call it a mistake, but so palpable was 
Wilson’s erroneous work that any other 
word than blunder might be too mild. 

The Atlantas opened the game with 
Frank up, who drove the ball directly 
iown the ine between second and short 
for a neat single. Stouch followed with a 
eutter between first and second which 
iAbbitticchto flelded cleverly, letting it go 
to Lowney on second in order to retire 
rank en route to second rather than out 
Stouch on his way to first.

T R. Sawtell Says Beef Is Not Alene 
in Increase. 


WARS ASSIGNED AS CAUSE 


Increased Demand, in Opinion of Mr. 
Sawtell, Has Brought About 
Advanced Prices—Compara- 
tive Prices for 1901 
and 1902 Given. 


T. R. Sawtell, the well known Atlanta 
packer, who believes that the recent 
afivance én beef is due to the increased 
demand rather than to any combination 
on the part of western packing houses, 
has prepared figures tending to show 
that prices have advanced on all kinds 
of produce. He considers the recent 
wars one of the chief causes of the 
raise in the prices of food products. 
To a representative of The Constitution 
Mir. Sawtell said yesterday: 

“The recent raise in the price of beef 
fs not due to any combination on the 
part of the packers, but is due to the 
simple fact that the demand is greater 
than the supply. This is true of all 
other food products. During the past 
four years the prices of these articles 
have been advancing gradually as the 
demand has increased. 

“T consider the recent wars which the 
Tnited States in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines and the war which England is now 
conducting in South Africa one of the 
prime causes of the advance. Another 
reason why all meats are up is that the 
short crop of corn last fall put corn up 
from 62 cents per bushel to 86 cents 
and all cattle, sheep and hogs which 
have to be fattened on corn have cor- 
respondingly increased in value. Not 
Only has corn increased in price but 
cotton seed products have also advanced 
dm price. Hulls have advanced from $3 
to $6 per ton and meal has advanced 
from $18 to $23 per ton. Hay and oats 
@re also up,

Thirty- 
two roads show increases and twelve de- 
creases. Sinoe July | the roads referred to 
above earned $337,805.5!1, an increase of 
$25.316,602 over the $3!1!1.488,.909 reported 
for the corresponding period last year. For 
the longer period 4% show increases and four 
decreases.

BOER COMMANDANT IS HERE 


Captain Jan Krige Will Deliver a 
Public Address. 


MAY BE IN HALL OF THE HOUSE 


He Was Captured by the British, but 
Made His Escape—Talks 
Interestingly. 


Commandant Jan Krige, who fought un- 
der General Louis Botha in the South 
African war for independence, is in the 
city, and will probably deliver a public 
address in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives in the capitol tomorrow 
night. Commandant Krige will see Gov- 
ernor Candler today and hopes to secure 
the use of the hall, as this address, he 
States, is entirely of a public nature. 

Commandant Krige has been in tne 
United States something more than a 
year. He was captured by the British, 
but was held a prisoner only thirteen 
days, making his escape. He then came 
to America, and has been engaged while 
here in studying farming methods and 
making occasional public addresses. He 
carries a number of interesting papers 
establishing his identity, among them 
being the following letter from Hon. 
William J. Bryan: 


a “Lincoln, Nebr., February 7, 1902. 

eg < Whom It May Concern: Captain 
Jan Krige came to me with a letter of 
introduction from a Minnesota friend 
and spoke at the court house in our city 
a short time ago. I attended the meet- 
ing and was both interested and inatract- 
ed by his forcible discussion of the situ- 
ation in South Africa. He was a Boer 
soldier until his capture by the Brit- 
ish, and since his escape has been making 
investigations and doing some speaking 
in the United States. The audience 
which he had was very much pleased, and 
I am Satisfied that his meetings do good. 
For this reason I take pleasure in giving 
this testimonial. Very truly yours, 

“W. J. BRYAN.”

English, and talks most interestingly of 
the situation in South Africa. He states 
there is absolutely no foundation for 
the reports, of English origin, that the 
war is being brought to a close. The 
English, he says, are extremely anxious 
to bring the war to an end before the 
coronation of King Edward VII, but he 
States this will never be d-ne unless they 
agree to grant amnesty to the colonia] 
rebels, which they have refused to do up 
to the present time.

TEMPERATURE ABOVE NORMAL 


Reports from Farming Sections Inc{- 
cate Favorable Situation Although 
Fears Are Being Expressed. 


The weather of the week ending April 
°8 was favorable to farm work, but detri- 
mental, owing to lack of moisture, to 
germination and growth of crops, other 
than wheat, oats, rye and corn. The 
temperature registered above normal in 
all sections, following a period of cool, 
unseasonable weather.
